EXPLANATORY. 


Tue TRAFFIC BULLETIN is arranged 
in two sections, viz.: the Tariff Section 
and the News Section. The pages im- 
mediately following constitute the 
Tariff Section, Therein will be found, 
in addition to other important cur- 
rent data, a complete list of freight 
tariffs filed with the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission at Washington, D. 
C., by all railroads and steamship lines 
in the United States during the week 
just ended. 

The Tariff Section, therefore, pre- 
sents with each issue a complete ex- 
hibit of the current week’s filings ‘at 
Washington. 

In the News Section which follows 
will be found Decisions, Rulings, Or- 
ders and Circulars promulgated by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission from 
week to week, Court Decisions, etc. 

In the Tariff Section the tariffs are 
classified and grouped under appro- 
priate commodity and other headings. 
Tariffs of the same general character 
or which name rates on commodities 
more or less related or analogous to 
each other are shown under the same 
heading. 

See index to the Tariff Section on 
the front cover, 

Specific rates from and to named 
points are given in cases where the 
tariffs are not voluminous. Unless 
otherwise indicated, these specific 
rates are in cents per 100 pounds. 

Particular attention is called to the 
tariffs bulletined under the heading 
“Classes and Commodities.” The tariffs 
haming class rates are of interest 
to subscribers whose tonnage, either 
wholly or in part, is subject to rates 
determined by the use of the Official, 
Western and Southern classifications 
in the territories where these classi- 
fications govern. . These subscribers 
should follow closely not-only the 
changes in class rates, but also the 
classification changes as  bulletined 
under “Classifications and Rules.” 

Subscribers whose tonnage moves 
on commodity rates should also watch 
the tariffs bulletined under “Classes 
and Commodities,” as well as those 
bulletined under specific commodity 
headings, such as Clay and Clay Prod- 
ucts, Iron and Steel, Petroleum and Its 
Products, etc., for many miscellaneous 
or omnibus commodity tariffs are pub- 


lished which contain rates on com- 
modities too numerous and varied to 
permit of their being classified and 
bulletined under individual and speci- 
fic headings.

Modifies Official Marking Rule 


After a hearing last week, the New York commis- 
sion, second district, ordered certain parts of Rule 3, 
Supplement No. 1, Official Classification, to be canceled 
at once. Further complaints in regard to the rule have 
been received during the week. These will be consid- 
ered at a further hearing at Albany on Aug. 3. The 
announcement of the commission on the matter, dated 
July 17, follows: 

“The public service commission to-day announced 
that it would receive complaints from shippers in this 
state as to the provisions of Rule 3, Supplement No. 1, 
of the Official Classification, which requires that each 
package, bundle or piece of less-than-carload freight 
must be plainly marked, by brush, stencil, pasted label 
or securely fastened tag, etc. 

“At a public hearing before the commission yester- 
day it was ordered that the rule be canceled at once 
as to brick, fire and building, pressed, common and pav- 
ing; drain tile, loose lumber planed or rough, roofing 
slate, ice, flour and feed when in sacks that bear the 
brand and address of the shipper. Carriers were ordered 
to notify their agents immediately by wire of this can- 
celation. Also it was agreed that the note on the rule, 
requiring that ‘pasted labels or securely fastened tags 
should be used only when the character of the freight 
prevents marking by brush or stencil,’ should be stricken 
from the rule and its application abandoned at once. 

“The commission asks that if ground exists for com- 
plaints on other articles than those now excepted that 
complaints be sent to the commission in duplicate by 
the end of next week. Complaints must be definite and 
specific as to the precise commodity and how it works 
unfavorably to complainant. The complaints will be 
transmitted to the railroads and the matter finally con- 
sidered at a hearing in Albany on Aug. 3.” 

The hearing referred to as having been held “yes- 
terday,’” was largely attended by representatives of 
railroads and by shippers. The nature of the com- 
plaints of shippers is indicated by a few illustrations. 
At the opening of the hearing, Chairman Stevens read 





“upward of a hundred telegrams and letters from per- 


sons who were unable to be present at the hearing; 
all protested against the continuing of the rule. 

John H. Jackson of Albany, a tile manufacturer, 
testified as to the utter impossibility of shipping at any 
profit and said he was now holding back one hundred 
shipments on this account. 





E. R. Norton of Cranville testified that it was im- 
possible to comply with the rule in L. C. L. shipments of 
slate. The American Slate Co. has been in business 
thirty years and has never made a claim for loss in this - 
time. The selling price is from $2 to $4 per square 
and to mark the squares as required would cost $1.50 
per square, which is double the profit on it. : 


GEORGIA PERMITS ADVERTISING CONTRACTS. 


The Georgia commission has ruled that railroads of 
the state may pay for advertising with transportation. 
In its Circular No. 339, effective July 25, the commission 
places the Savannah, Augusta & Northern railway and 
the Ocilla, Pinebloom & Valdosta railway in Class D 
of. the commission’s classified list of railroads. Changes 
in the commission’s classification of freight are made by 
regard to cooking oil, fullers’ earth and oi] tank wagons. 


WOULD CLOSE TELEGRAPH OFFICES. 

The Mississippi commission has received the applica- 
tion of the Western Union Telegraph Co. to close 152 
small offices in the state. These offices are being op- 
erated at a loss, the company asserts. 


MONTANA SUES NORTHERN PACIFIC. 

Suit against the Northern Pacific railway has been 
begun on behalf of the Montana commission to compel 
the company to obey an order of the board issued last 
April, directing that engines be run forward when coming 
down Blossburg hill, instead of backward. 


SAGINAW VALLEY LUMBERMEN ORGANIZE. 

Lumbermen of the Saginaw Valley, Michigan, are 
organizing to oppose freight rate advances. E. B. Foss 
of Bay City is at the head of the movement. 


NEVADA WANTS A TERMINAL RATE. 
Reports from Nevada are that the commission of the 
state is preparing a complaint to the Interstate Com- 
mission to ask that the state be given a terminal rate 
on freight from the east. 


ARKANSAS SHOPS WILL REOPEN. 
Announcement was made last week that by the 
close of this month the reopening of the Missouri Pacific 
railway shops in Little Rock, Ark., will be well under 
way. The shops have been closed since Feb. 21. They 

will be reopened by departments, not all at once.

Rates on Flour, Buffalo to Eastern Points, Ordered 
Reduced, Following Previous Findings

1. While there is in the nature of things no estop- 
pel of record in proceedings before this body, the Com- 
mission must of necessity, when it reaches a conclusion 
upon a given state of facts, adhere to that conclusion 
in subsequent proceedings unless some new facts or 
changed conditions are brought to its attention, or unless 
it proceeded upon sound misconception in reaching the 
original decision. 

hy Railways are authorized to establish in the first 
instance their transportation charges and the presump- 
tion of right doing attaches to their acts in the estab- 
lishment of those rates. No presumption of law against 
a particular rate springs from the fact that the rate in 
question was an advance over some previous rate. The 
burden of proof is always upon the party who attacks an 
existing rate. The circumstance that the railway has 
for a series of years maintained a lower rate or a differ- 
ent relation of rates is an evidentiary fact which may 
be introduced and considered like any other fact. I.C.C. 
vs. Chicago G. W. Ry. Co., 209; U. S., 108, cited and 
applied. 

3. The present rates on flour and other grain 
products from Buffalo to New York and New York 
points, of 11 cents per 100 pounds, 13 cents to Boston 
and Boston points, and 13% cents to Sherbrooke, are 
excessive; and those rates ought not to exceed 10 cents 
to New York and New York points, 12 cents to Boston 
and Boston points, and 12% cents to Sherbrooke points. 

4. Without undertaking to express an opinion upon 
any claim which may be hereafter made by the millers 
of Minneapolis, the Commission holds that the relation 
in flour rates between these different localities which 
has for years existed should not be disturbed.

Report of the Commission. 
PROUTY, Commissioner: 

The purpose of this proceeding is to obtain the bene- 
fit of the decision of the Commission in certain previous 
cases, namely, Banner Milling Co. vs. New York Central 
& Hudson River R. R. Co.; Thornton & Chester Milling 
Co. vs. Delaware, Lackawanna & Western R. R. Co. et 
al.; Washburn-Crosby Co. vs. Erie R. R. Co. et al.; 
Washburn-Crosby Co. vs. Lehigh Valley R. R. Co. et al. 
These cases are reported in 13 I. C. C. Rep., pp. 31-39, 
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and a clear idea of them is necessary to an understand- 
ing of the one before us. 

On May 1, 1907, the defendants advanced their rates 
upon flour and other grain products 1 cent per 100 
pounds from Buffalo to New England points and to 
New York and New York points. In consequence, the 
several complainants in this proceeding filed with the 
Commission separate petitions attacking these advances. 
Each petition set forth a specific shipment to some point 
which was named, and the payment of the advanced 
rate upon that shipment, and alleged that the rate so 
paid was unjust and unreasonable by the amount of the 
advance, and that it was also discriminatory against 
Buffalo as a milling locality. The prayer of the various 
petitions was that the defendants in the several proceed- 
ings should be ordered to cease and desist from the 
advance. ‘ 

After full hearing upon these petitions the Commis- 
sion held the advances to be unjust and unreasonable. 
Thereupon the defendants preferred petitions for a re- 
hearing, and were given an opportunity to file briefs in 
support of the same; but no such briefs have ever been 
filed and no proceedings have ever been had under 
these petitions for rehearing. 

In the construction of rates upon grain and grain 
products from Buffalo to the destinations in question, 
the rate to New York City is applied at certain points 
known as New York points, the rate to Boston is applied 
to all stations in southern New England which are 
known as Boston points, while a rate of one-half cent 
per 100 pounds higher is made to certain points in the 
northern part of New England and in Canada known as 
Sherbrooke points. The Boston rate is 2 cents higher 
than, the rate to New York. When, therefore, in the 
past the rate to New York has been fixed this has auto- 
matically determined the rate to all other points in- 
volved. 

One of the grounds of complaint stated in the origi- 
nal petitions was that the differential of 2 cents to New 
England points above New York was too wide. The 
Commission did not sustain this contention upon the 
part of the complainants, but held that the 2-cent dif- 
ferential was a just and reasonable one. This having 
been determined, the question considered by the Com- 
mission in the original cases was upon the reasonable- 
ness of the rate from Buffalo to New York. As stated 
in the opinion— 


The real question which we have to consider is whether 
the rate of 11 cents from Buffalo to New York, that being the 
base rate upon which these others are established, which went 
into effect May 1, 1907, is unlawful. 


The final conclusion of the Commission in those 
cases was— 


That the imposition of the 1l-cent rate to New York and 
the 13-cent to Boston and other New England points was 
unjust and unreasonable, and that the rate ought not to 


have exceeded 10 cents to New York and 12 cents to Boston.. 


Banner Milling Co. vs. New York Central & Hudson River 
R. R. Co., 13 I. C. C, Rep., 31, 33, 36. 

The Commission, therefore, considered and decided 
in the original cases the entire- question, but ine-=much 
as each case referred only to the rate to a- particular 
point the order of the Commission could be no broader 
than the proceeding in which it was made and was con- 
fined in each case to the rate from Buffalo to the one 
point involved. The several defendants have complied 
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literally with the orders made in those proceedings, with 
the result that the old rate has been established from 
Buffalo to some four or five points in New York and 
New England, while the higher rates are still in effect at 
all other points in that territory. The purpose of this 
proceeding is to compel the defendants to comply with 
the spirit of the decision in the former cases by ‘restor- 
ing the old rates at all points. 


Admissions of the Defendants. 

The defendants admitted upon the hearing that cer- 
tain points known as New York points had for many 
years taken the same rate as New York; that certain 
other points known as Boston points had taken the Bos- 
ton rate, which was 2 cents higher than the New York 
rate, and that certain other points known as Sherbrooke 
points had taken a rate one-half cent above the Boston 
rate; and they further admitted that this same relation 
should be continued for the future. It was expressly 
conceded by the defendants that if upon the facts in 
this record, of which the former proceedings were made 
a part, it should still be found that 10 cents was a rea- 
sonable rate to New York and 12 cents to Boston, then it 
would necessarily follow that the prayer of the petition 
should be granted. 

The question here presented has, therefore, been 
decided very recently by this Commission in cases 
brought by these same complainants against these same 
defendants. While there is in the nature of things no 
estoppel of record in proceedings before this body, the 
Commission must of necessity, when it reaches a con- 
clusion upon a given state of facts, adhere to that con- 
clusion in subsequent proceedings unless some new facts 
or changed conditions are brought to its attention or 
unless it proceeded upon some misconception in reaching 
the original decision. We might, perhaps, therefore, with 
propriety treat this as a proceeding to carry out and 
enforce the previous decision and decline to re-examine 
the questions at issue, but in view of the importance 
of the issues involved and of the insistence of the de- 
fendants that the former decision was made under a 
misapprehension of fact or of law, we have concluded 
to treat this as new and independent proceeding, in 
which the defendants are entitled to whatever presump- 
tion of reasonableness attaches to the rates in effect. 
The former proceedings have been introduced as a part 
of this record, and as the most convenient way of con- 
sidering the matter we will inquire, first, what new facts 
are presented upon this record which did not appear in 
the former cases; second, the alleged errors of the Com- 
mission in reaching the former decision. 

The complainants are millers engaged in the grind- 
ing of flour at Buffalo, and the wheat which they grind 
is almost exclusively spring wheat grown in the Dakotas 
and northern Minnesota. The complainants purchase 
their supplies of wheat at Duluth, transport it by water 
from Duluth to Buffalo, grind the wheat at Buffalo, and 
send forward the product. Their principal market is 
in New England and New York, the territory to which 
the advances in question were made. 

Spring wheat is also ground very’ extensively 
throughout the northwest, and millers in that section 
Ship flour into the same territory in which the com- 
plainants sell their product. The flour from the north- 
west may be transported either by lake and rail or all 
rail. If by lake and rail, it reaches Buffalo by steamer, 
and is thence carried by the defendants over the same 
lines which ship the flour of the complainants to the 
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same markets. If the transportation is all rail, the de- 
fendants receive the flour at Chicago and transport it 
through Buffalo into this territory. 


Long-Established Relative Rates. 


For many years a certain relation had existed be- 
tween the rates paid to the defendants by millers in the 
northwest for transporting their product to these eastern 
destinations and the rate paid by millers located at 
Buffalo. When, on May 1, 1907, the rate of the com- 
plainants was advanced 1 cent per 100 pounds no ad- 
vance was made in the rates paid by their competitors 
in the northwest, either all rail or lake and rail. The 
defendants continued to charge the northwestern miller 
precisely what they had in the past, but they imposed 
upon the product of the complainants a charge ap- 
proximately 10 per cent higher. 

One of these complainants is the Washburn-Crosby 
Co., operating a mill at Buffalo with a capacity of 6,000 
barrels per day. During the last year the mill has 
averaged approximately 5,000 barrels per day. A barrel 
of flour weighs 200 pounds and the by-product or offal 
which is produced in the grinding of the flour weighs 
another 100 pounds. The flour and the offal are both 
shipped out on the advanced rate, so that the advance 
increased the cost of transportation to the Washburn- 
Crosby Co. by 3 cents per barrel, amounting, in round 
numbers, to $45,000 per year; that is, these defendants 
imposed upon that company a burden of $45,000. a year, 
while they imposed no additional burden upon its com- 
petitors. 

Flour mills are located at Duluth which grind from 
this same spring-wheat flour which is marketed in this 
same territory; and upon the former hearing some claim 
was made by the defendants that notwithstanding the 
advance in the Buffalo rate it. was still possible to buy 
wheat in Duluth and grind it into flour at Buffalo for 
the New England market cheaper than it could be 
ground at Duluth, for the reason that wheat can be 
transported by water at a somewhat less cost than flour. 
The complainants insisted in the former proceedings that 
the slight advantage in the cost of water transportation 
which Buffalo possessed was more than offset by -cer- 
tain disadvantages in the conduct of the business under 
which that locality rested. In briefly discussing this 
claim of the defendants the Commission stated that 
owing to the different conditions under which the busi- 
ness was conducted at Duluth and Buffalo, it was im- 
possible to make any exact finding in this respect; ob- 
serving in that connection that if Buffalo did possess this 
advantage it was one which arose out of its location, 
and that after all the question was not between Duluth 


and Buffalo, but rather between Buffalo and the entire 
northwest. 


Contention of Minneapolis Millers. 


In the present proceeding there appeared before the 
Commission an attorney representing the millers of 
Minneapolis, who insisted that this rate ought not to be 
reduced, because even upon the advanced rate Buffalo 
still had the advantage in cost of transportation over 
Minneapolis and the northwest with which the Com- 
mission had previously stated the complainants to be 
in competition. In confirmation of this he pointed to 
the following undisputed facts: 

Eighty per cent of the spring wheat grown in the 
United States is in territory from which the freight rate 
to Minneapolis and Duluth is the same. The price of 
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spring wheat at Duluth and Minneapolis, while varying 
somewhat from day to day, is on the average the same. 
The Minneapolis miller must, therefore, pay for his 
wheat at Minneapolis precisely what the Buffalo miller 
pays for his wheat at Duluth. The lake and rail rate 
from Minneapolis to the east fixes the all-rail rate and 
the former rate, which is through Duluth and Buffalo, is 
‘5 cents higher from Minneapolis than from Duluth. As- 
suming, therefore, that Buffalo and Duluth were upon a 
parity before the advance of May 1, 1907, and that at 
the present time Duluth has an advantage of 1 cent over 


. Buffalo, Buffalo still has an advantage of Minneapolis by 


4 cents per 100 pounds. 

The defendants urge that this testimony, which ap- 
pears for the first time in this record, conclusively shows 
that the complainants in comparison with their com- 
petitors in the northwest have a much more favorable 
rate than they should; that this advance instead of plac- 
ing the complainants at a disadvantage still leaves them 
at an advantage of some 4 cents per 100 pounds. 

These facts appeared in the former record, but they 
were not insisted upon or enlarged upon. It was ad- 
mitted then that the real test lay in a comparison be- 
tween Duluth and Buffalo, and correctly, for no serious 
question was made by the gentleman who represented 
the interests of the Minneapolis miller upon this pro- 
ceeding as to the justice of the rate adjustment west 
of Buffalo. He conceded that the distances from the 
various points in this spring wheat territory to Min- 
neapolis and Duluth were the same and that the rates 
ought to be the same. He stated that the controlling fac- 
tor in the flour rate from Minneapolis to the Atlantic 
seaboard was the lake-and-rail route through Duluth 
and Buffalo, and he did not seriously dispute that the 
differential of 5 cents per 100 pounds against Min- 
neapolis and in favor of Duluth was a reasonable one. 
Minneapolis is 150 miles from Duluth. It is that 
much farther by the cheapest route from the market 
in which the flour is sold. No reason appears upon 
this record why it ought not to bear a higher rate 
upon its product than Duluth, nor why that differential 
should not now be, as for many years in the past 
it has been, 5 cents per 100 pounds. If that be a dis- 
advantage against Minneapolis, it is an incident to its 
location. 

Rates on wheat from this common territory have 
been the same to Duluth and Minneapolis for years. 
The differential of 5 cents per 100 pounds upon flour 
against Minneapolis has existed for years. The repre- 
sentative of the Minneapolis millers was asked why, if it 
was possible to grind wheat at Duluth and send it to 
market for 5 cents per 100 pounds less than at Min- 
neapolis, his clients had built and maintained their mills 
at Minneapolis rather than Duluth; why in recent years 
the milling industry at Duluth had not kept pace in 
development with that at Minneapolis? His answer 
was that there were certain other advantages in Min- 
neapolis as a location which more than offset the dis- 
advantage in the transportation charge. 


No Effect on this Case. 


It is difficult to see how these facts, so earnestly in- 
sisted upon, alter in any respect this case. Minneapolis 
has been for years, as compared with Buffalo, at a dis- 
advantage of 5 cents in the freight rate. From its 
natural location it ought to be. Notwithstanding that 
disadvantage, Minneapolis has been and continues to be 


by far the greatest milling center in this country. No 
reason is suggested in this record why that disadvantage, 
which has always been 5 cents, should have been on 
May 1, 1907, reduced to 4 cents. The attorney for Min- 
neapolis insisted that while his clients had existed in 
the past under the relation of rates in effect previous 
to May 1, 1907, they could not hope to do so in the 
future, and that unless some relief could be obtained the 
death-knell of flour grinding at Minneapolis had sounded. 
He was forced to admit, however, that the only mill 
under construction at the present time in arfy of these 
milling centers was at Minneapolis. Certain parties who 
have long operated as millers in the northwest are now 
constructing at that point a 6,000-barrel mill. These 
parties, having practical acquaintance with conditions, 
when they came to locate this extensive plant did not 
select Buffalo or Duluth, with all their transportation 
advantages, but rather Minneapolis. 

Without undertaking to express an opinion upon any 
claim which may be hereafter. made by the millers of 
Minneapolis, we hold that there is nothing in this 
record which tends to show that the relation in flour 
rates between these different localities which has for 
years existed should be disturbed. This branch of the 
ease stands now exactly as it did when the former con- 
clusion was reached. 

The defendants have introduced into this record the 
testimony of certain millers of soft winter wheat, pro- 
duced mainly in territory east of Chicago. The evi- 
dence in the former case showed that spring wheat flour 
and winter wheat flour did not compete. These millers 
now state that the flour which they manufacture does 
compete with the spring wheat flour ground at Buffalo 
and in the northwest, and that any reduction in the 
rate upon which the product of these complainants is 
earried to market will require, in justice to them, a cor- 
responding reduction in the rate upon flour which they 
manufacture. . 

While soft winter wheat flour sells for 50 cents per 
barrel less than spring wheat flour, and while the manu- 
facturer of spring wheat at Buffalo pays little or no 
attention to the price of winter wheat flour, still, as 
stated in the former opinion of the Commission, both 
these flours can be used for the same general purposes, 
and they do undoubtedly compete as flour in the same 
markets. This is not a new fact in the case. We recog- 
nized in making the former decision that the same rate 
must be applied from Buffalo upon all flour, whether 
from spring or from winter wheat, and that this might 
lead to a general restoration of flour rates from this. ter- 
ritory to the basis which preceded the advance of May 
1, 1907. The claim of the defendants from this testi- 
mony goes no further to-day. 


No New Facts Introduced. 


They do not say that a reduction from Buffalo must 
of necessity be followed by a reduction from Central 
Freight Association territory, but that it would lead to 
a demand for such a reduction which must perhaps 
to an extent at least be complied with. 

This record contains, then, no new facts which tend 
to modify’ our previous conclusion. In view of what is 


now urged by the complainants, should the Commission 
upon this record reach the same conclusion as before? 
The defendants urge that the Commission based its 
decision in the former cases entirely upon the ground 
that the advance from Buffalo created a discrimination 
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against the complainants in comparison with their com- 
petitors in the northwest which. the defendants were 
bound to remove, and they assert that this was error, for 
the reason that they do not control rates from the 
northwest and, therefore, cannot be held responsible for 
the relation existing between those rates and that from 
Buffalo. This contention involves an entire misconcep- 
tion of the opinion of: the Commission in the former 
cases. The Commission did not rest its decision upon 
the ground of discrimination alone, but treated that as 
one reason, among others, for holding the rate excessive. 

Large quantities of grain are transported by boat to 
Buffalo, and thence by rail to various ports for ex- 
port to foreign countries and to various destinations for 
domestic use. These defendants apply to the transporta- 
tion of grain which has reached Buffalo by water a lower 
rate than is made by them upon the same kind of grain 
reaching Buffalo by rail or originating in that vicinity. 
Since they brought their wheat to Buffalo by water the 
Commission suggested that the defendants, by putting 
in a lower rate upon flour ground from ex-lake grain, 
would remove this cause of complaint upon the part 
of the petitioners and would escape the possibility of 
being obliged to reduce their rates upon flour generally 
from Buffalo and points in Central Freight Association 
territory. The complainants, as millers, are only in- 
terested in the relative rate. The inherent reasonable- 
ness of the transportation charge is a matter of com- 
parative indifference to them, provided their rates are 
such as will enable them to transport the raw ma- 
terial to the mill and the product to the market upon 
as good or better terms than their competitors. To 
have put in this lower rate upon ex-lake grain would 
have satisfied their complaint, and the Commission was 
of the opinion that, as the case then stood, if this com- 
plaint was satisfied, it might with propriety decline to 
consider, in the absence of further complaint, the ad- 
vances of May 1, 1907. 


Want Old Relations Maintained. 


The complaint in the former cases was that the 
rate was excessive, but the complainants frankly stated 
that their only interest in the matter was in the rela- 
tion of that rate to rates from the northwest, and that 
they would be equally satisfied with an advance of the 
rate from the northwest or with a reduction of their 
own. Testimony was introduced in the former case tend- 
ing to show that the rate was excessive. It was shown 
that in the ten years preceding May 1, 1907, during the 
period of open navigation, at no time had as high a 
rate been maintained as was then established. Elabo- 


rate tables were introduced showing that the defendants . 


transported for other persons for a much less rate per 
‘ton per mile than would be yielded by a rate to New 
York of 11 cents or even 10 cents, and also showing 
that railways in other parts of the country habitually 
transported flour for less than the rate attacked. The 
Commission decided that the rate was excessive and so 
stated in the opinion, but in reaching that conclusion it 
considered the competitive conditions existing between 
the northwest and Buffalo. The complainants now 
assert apparently that this was error; that the rate from 
Buffalo should have been then considered and should 
how be considered without any reference whatever to 
the rate from the northwest. 

Several of these defendants own or are largely in- 
terested in lines of steamships operating from Duluth, 
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Chicago, and perhaps other lake ports to Buffalo. All 
these defendants make joint rates with these lake lines. 
These defendants, therefore, reach to within 150 miles 
of Minneapolis, and the representative of the Minneapolis 
interests stated upon the hearing that 65 per cent of 
all the flour ground at that milling center went east via 
the lake lines. It is idle to say, therefore, that these de- 
fendants, extending as they do- to the very doors of 
Minneapolis and transporting over half of all the flour 
that is ground at that point, have no voice in the mak- 
ing of these flour rates from the northwest. They have 
a most potential voice, and in any proper decision of this 
and kindred questions that circumstance should not be 
overlooked. : 

While,” however, their influence over the rate from 
Minneapolis to New York is great, it is not absolute, 
Other lines participate in this traffic and all lines must 
agree before the rate can be advanced. These defend- 
ants can always force a reduction of that rate. They 
cannot without the consent of other lines secure an 
advance. After the making of the report in the former 
case these defendants did attempt to advance the rate 
from Minneapolis, but failed. 


Defendants’ Control Over Rates. 


It would, therefore, be unreasonable to say that 
these defendants should at all hazards maintain a parity 
in rates between Buffalo and Minneapolis, and this the 
Commission has not said. But it is, in our opinion, al- 
together reasonable that these defendants in advancing 
the rate from Buffalo, and this Commission in passing 
upon the reasonableness of that advance, should have 
in mind the competitive condition which exists and the 
effect of the advance upon the complainant, 

We have already said that these defendants have a 
potent voice in the making of the rates from the north- 
west, and they might, therefore, well be required to 
show the impossibility upon their part of maintaining 
the former relation before they were excused from so 
doing. But it is not in that view that the Commission 
has considered this case; and for the purpose of stat- 
ing precisely what the view is we will assume that the 
defendants have no connection ‘whatever with the 
flour rates from Minneapolis to New York and that they 
handle no part of that traffic over their lines and 
exercise no influence in the making of the rates. The 
case would stand, therefore, like this: 

A common flour market is reached by lines from the 
northwest and from Buffalo which are ‘entirely inde- 
pendent. For years a general relation between those 
rates has been maintained. No change has occurred in 
rates from the northwest, but it is in contemplation by. 
the defendants to advance the rate from Buffalo. Under 
these circumstances we think that the defendants serv- 
ing these mills at Buffalo must, in determining whether 
that advance is just and reasonable, consider its effect 
upon the business of the Buffalo miller. That considera- 
tion is not controlling. It may not be the most im- 
portant consideration, but certainly it is one factor 
which must be taken into account. It is perfectly well 
understood by every person familiar with the manner in 
which railroad rates of this country have been con- 
structed that this has been not only among the factors, c 
but often the controlling factor in the making of those 
rates. The inquiry has been, Will this rate permit a 


given industry to exist? Stated in the most usual form, 
Will the traffic move under this rate? Time and again 



















































traffic men have testified before the Commission that 
the best evidence of a reasonable rate was that traffic 
did move freely under it. The chief traffic official of 
one of these defendants, upon being asked whether his 
line ought not to consider the. effect of this advance 
upon the business of the complainants in determining 
whether the advance was just and reasonable, stated 
that this should be done and had been done, but that 
in his opinion, after so considering, the advance was 
still justifiable. 


Public Interest Is Paramount, 


Without undertaking to state how far considerations 
of this kind may properly ‘influence the traffic official in 
establishing the rate at the outset, or the exact weight 
which should be given to them by us in revising that 
rate when attacked, we are clear that it is a considera- 
tion of importance, and in this case of very consider- 
able importance. These defendants are under no obli- 
gation to protect at all hazards these Buffalo mills. They 
are not required to devote their property to the public 
service without a suitable return. If they cannot ob- 
tain such return upon their investment without advanc- 
ing this rate, they may certainly advance it, no matter 
what its effect may be upon the business of the com- 
plainants; but granting that these defendants are en- 
titled to additional revenue, it does not follow that they 
should draw it from an additional burden upon this par- 
ticular commodity. In determining what rates shall be 
advanced they must consider the effect of the advance 
upon the business interests of the communities which 
they serve. 

In its former opinion the Commission referred to 
the fact that for ten years previous to May 1, 1907, 
the defendants had not maintained, during the period 
of open navigation, a rate as high as that complained 
of, and this same fact is urged by the complainants upon 
the Commission in this hearing as evidence showing that 
the advance was unreasonable. The defendants argue 
that the Commission erred in having considered in the 
former case, and ought not to consider in this case, the 
circumstance that lower rates have prevailed in the past, 
and in support of this they refer to a very recent de- 
cision of the Supreme court of the United States. In- 
terstate Commerce Commission vs. Chicago Great West- 
ern Ry. Co., 209 U: S., 108. 

We cannot agree with the defendants in their inter- 
pretation of that opinion. The most the court said 
was that every rate was presumed lawful until the con- 
trary was shown and that no presumption against its 
lawfulness arose from the mere fact that it was an ad- 
vance over former rates or a change from former rate 
relations. Clements, Commissioner, points out in Pacific 
Coast Lumber Mfrs. Asso. vs. Northern Pacific Ry. Co. 
et al. 14 I. C. C. Rep., 23, that the Supreme court itself 
has apparently approved the effect given by this Com- 
mission to the previous maintenance of a lower rate. 

Railways are authorized to establish, in the first 
instance, their transportation charges, and the presump- 
tion of right doing attaches to their acts in the estab- 
lishment of those rates. No presumption of law against 
a particular rate springs from the fact that the rate 
* in question was an advance over some previous rate. 
The burden of proof is always upon the party who at- 
tacks an existing rate. The circumstance that the rail- 
way has for a-.series of years maintained a lower rate 
or a different relation of rates is an evidentiary fact 
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which may be introduced and considered like any other 
fact. It is in the nature of an admission upon the part 
of the railway that the rate maintained was at the 
time a just and reasonable one. The force of this admis- 
sion may be entirely overcome by showing the cireum- 
stances under which the rate was established and main- 
tained, or a change in conditions, but, certainly, it would 
be a most peculiar rule of law which required this 
Commission in passing upon the reasonableness of a 
rate to entirely disregard the history of that rate and 
its relation to every other rate. To so hold would be 
in substance to say that the conduct and admission of 
parties cannot be used in evidence. 


Flour Rates Above Average. 


The defendants seem to regard a rate of 10 cents on 
flour from Buffalo to New York as abnormally low, and 
one which may almost as a matter of course be in- 
creased with propriety. Such is not the case. The level 
of rates in the territory in which this rate applies is 
the lowest in the whole United States. The revenues 
per ton mile of the defendants for the year ending June 
30, 1907, were as follows:

The distance from Buffalo to New York by the short 
line is about 400 miles, and a rate of 10 cents yields a 
revenue of practically 5 mills per ton mile. When com- 
paring this with the above figures it must be borne in 
mind that the average revenues are from traffic of all 
kinds, including high class as well as low, less than car- 
load as well as carload, and that grain is a commodity 
which bears, especially between the west and the At- 
lantic seaboard, among the lowest of rates. The present 
export rate on wheat frgm Chicago to New York is 13 
cents, yielding upon the short-line mileage a revenue 
of about 2.8 mills per ton mile. The export rate on 
flour is 14 cents, yielding 3 mills per ton mile. 

During the season of 1907 the domestic rate on ex- 
lake wheat from Buffalo to New York was 6 cents per 
bushel, equivalent to 10 cents per 100 pounds, on corn 
4% cents, and on oats 4 cents per bushel, equivalent to 
7 11-12 and 6 2-3 cents per 100 pounds, respectively. 
During the present season of 1908 the rate on wheat 
and corn has been advanced one-half cent. Ten years 
ago the published rate between these points on wheat 
was 3 cents per bushel, or 5 cents per 100 pounds, and 
at times fell as low as 2% cents per bushel.—Fourteenth 
Annual Report ‘of Interstate Commerce Commission, 
page 21. 

In our opinion a rate of 10 cents per 100 pounds ap- 
plied to the transportation of flour from Buffalo to New 
York, as compared with other rates in that territory 
as well as the rates made by these defendants upon 
flour transported from other points of origin, is suf- 
ficiently high and ought not to be exceeded. Upon the 
whole record we are of the opinion that the present 
rate of 11 cents to New York and New York points, 15 
cents to Boston and Boston points, and 13% cents to 
Sherbrooke points is excessive, and that those rates 
ought not to exceed 10 cents to New York and New 
York points, 12 cents to Boston and Boston points, and 
12% cents to Sherbrooke points; and it will be so 
ordered. 
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Order of the Commission. 


This case being at issue upon complaint and answers 
on file, and having been duly heard and submitted by 
the parties, and full investigation of the matters and 
things involved having been had, and the Commission 
having, on the date hereof, made and filed a repert con- 
taining its conclusions thereon: 

It is ordered, That the above-mentioned defendant 
carriers be, and they are hereby, notified and required 
to cease and desist, on or before the list day of Sep- 
tember, 1908, from charging, demanding, collecting or 
receiving for the transportation of flour and other grain 
products in carloads from Buffalo, N. Y., their present 
rates, which are as follows: To New York City, N. Y., 
and New York points, 11 cents per 100 pounds; to Bos- 
ton, Mass., and Boston points, 13 cents per 100 pounds, 
and to Sherbrooke points, 13% cents per 100 pounds. 

And it is further ordered, That said defendants be, 
and they are hereby, notified and required to establish 
and put in force, on or before the said ist day of Sep- 
tember, 1908, and maintain in force thereafter during a 
period of not less than two years, and apply to the trans- 
portation of flour and other grain products from Buffalo, 
N. Y., rates not exceeding the following, to wit: To 
said New York and New York points, 10 cents per 100 
pounds; to said Boston and Boston points, 12 cents per 
100 pounds, and to said Sherbrooke points, 12% cents 
per 100 pounds. Said rates may be made effective upon 
three days’ notice to the public and the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, given in the manner required by law; 
the tariffs must contain the notation that they are issued 
under the authority hereby granted and must refer to the 
title and number of this case.

1. Complainant, whose mill is located in the city 
of New York, is not entitled to the export rate upon 
grain from the west which it grinds into export flour, 
but it is entitled to the same rate upon the grain which 
it subsequently grinds. into export flour that defendants 
accord to interior mills upon export flour. 

2. It appears that while ex-lake grain from Buffalo 
to New York enjoys no milling-in-transit privilege, ex- 
port flour ground from ex-lake grain at Buffalo takes 
an export rate 1% cents lower than the domestic rate, 
and it seems that complainant should be entitled upon 
ex-lake grain ground for export to the benefit of this ex- 
port flour rate.

Report of the Commission. 


PROUTY, Commissioner: 
The complainant is engaged in grinding flour in the 
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city of New York, where it has three mills located in 


different parts of the city, with a capacity approximately 


of 7,000 barrels a day. It produces all grades and kinds 
of flour. Its principal domestic market is in Greater 
New York, but it sells to some extent in states along 
the Atlantic seaboard. It also does an extensive export 
business, its annual product being about 2,000,000 bar- 
rels, of which 750,000 are exported. Of this export flour, 
450,000 barrels are sold in the West Indies and 300,000 
barrels in England and Europe. 

The complainant obtains its supply of wheat mostly 
from territory west of Chicago, although it uses a small 
quantity of soft winter wheat which originates east of 
Chicago in Indiana, Ohio and New York. 

In its domestic trade the complainant competes 
mostly with the western miller who enjoys a milling-in- 
transit privilege. That is to say, the wheat can be 
transported to the mill, ground, and sent on as flour 
to its destination at a total rate equivalent to the 
through rate on flour from the point of origin to desti- 
nation, plus the payment of some additional sum, either 
by the car or by the hundred pounds for the privilege 
of milling the grain in transit. In those parts of the 
United States in which the complainant and its com- 
petitors operate rates upon wheat and flour when for do- 
mestic consumption are the same. It follows, therefore, 
that in the city of New York, so far as the transporta- 
tion charge goes, the complainant is on an equality with 
its competitors; indeed, it has slightly the advantage of 
those competitors, since it pays no milling-in-transit pen- 
alty. Upon flour shipped from New York to interior 
or seaboard destinations the complainant pays a higher 
rate than its competitors, usually by the full local from 
New York to the point of consumption. With respect, 
therefore, to its domestic business no complaint is made. 

The defendants, who are carriers transporting grain 
and the products of grain from Chicago and similar 
points to New York, established through the port of 
New York export rates, which are lower than their 
domestic rates for the same service. At the present 
time the domestic rate upon grain and the products of 
grain from Chicago to New York, when the grain 
originates west of Chicago, is 17% cents, but if ex- 
ported then the grain takes a rate of 13 cents, flour of 
14 cents, and other grain products of 15 cents. A mill 
located at some interior point which grinds and exports 
flour pays from Chicago to New York 14 cents per 100 
pounds, while the complainant, who buys the grain at 
some point west of Chicago, transports it over the lines 
of the defendants to New York, grinds it at New York 
and exports the flour, pays 17% cents per 100 pounds. 
This constitutes a clear disadvantage against the com- 
plainant in favor of the interior miller of 3% cents per 
100 pounds. 


Competition With Foreign Mills. 


The complainant in exporting flour competes in the 
foreign market both with the American miller and the 
foreign miller. The foreign miller may, and often does, 
grind American wheat. Suppose, now, he purchases his 
raw material in New York, exports it to England, and 
there grinds it. He pays the defendant 13 cents per 
100 pounds for the transportation of the wheat to New 
York, and the cost of transporting his wheat to the 
foreign country is somewhat less than the cost of carry- 
ing the flour. It is perfectly clear, therefore, that the 
foreigner who grinds American wheat in competition

with the complainant obtains from these defendants the 
transportation of his grain at a less figure than the com- 
plainant, under the present schedules, by. 4% cents. It 
cannot be denied, therefore, that the charges of the de- 
fendants place the complainant under a most serious 
disadvantage as compared with both the American and 
the foreign miller. If the mill of this complainant were 
located anywhere else, the defendants would carry its 
grain or its flour, whichever it might be, for from 3 to 
4% cents less than they now do. It is to remedy this 
disadvantage, which the complainant asserts to be an 
unlawful discrimination, that the present proceeding has 
been instituted. 

The claim of the complainant upon the taking of 
the testimony seemed to be that it should be allowed 
upon the grain which was brought in and afterward 
converted by it into flour for export the same rate which 
was accorded the American miller upon his export flour. 
This would be equivalent in result to asking that the 
complainant be given the benefit of the milling-in-transit 
rate. 

None of the mills of the complainant is located upon 
the lines of any of the defendants. In all cases the 
grain is transported by lighter to the mill or the store- 
house designated by the complainant. In no case are 
the defendants concerned either directly or indirectly 
in transporting the flour after it is ground from the 
mill of the complainant to the vessel in which it is ex- 
ported. When, therefore, the defendants make delivery 
of grain to the complainant their connection with that 
grain has ceased, in the ordinary course of business, 
once and for all. The defendants take the position that 
the very term “milling-in-transit” indicates that the 
milling must take place during the transit of the grain; 
that not only must the grain be delivered by the carrier 
to the mill, but the product must be returned by the 
mill to the carrier for further transportation. Here the 
service of the defendants has ended. In no sense, there- 
fore, they urge, can the complainant require them to 
allow a milling-in-transit rate. 


Adjustment Complainant Desires. 


Upon the argument the complainant stated its posi- 
tion somewhat differently, claiming the benefit not of any 
milling-in-transit rate, but of the export rate on the grain. 
Its position, as we understand it, was this: The foreign 
miller may purchase grain brought to New York over the 
lines of the defendants and obtain the benefit of the 
export rate. The complainant in the same way may 
purchase for export a certain quantity of grain and ob- 
tain the benefit of the export rate. Whether that grain 
is exported as grain or is ground in the city of New 
York or in the harbor of New York is entirely imma- 
terial to the defendants. If they apply a lower rate 
to the grain when taken abroad and there ground they 
must apply the same rate to the grain which the com- 
plainant grinds in this city for export. To deny the 
complainant this right is clearly to discriminate against 
the American mill in favor of the foreign mill. The 
United States government permits the grinding of 
Canadian grain in course of transit through the United 
States at the mills of the complainant in-New York. In 
the same way, having designated certain grain for ex- 
port and obtained the benefit of the export rate the 
complainant may grind that grain in New York if the 
product is finally exported. 

It is certainly true that at the present time the 
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complainant is discriminated against in favor of the in- 
terior American and still more seriously in favor of the 
foreign mill. The defendants insist that the complainant 
has certain advantages in the conduct of its business 
which more than offset the disadvantage of the higher 
rates which they impose upon it, and that this is 
abundantly shown by the large amount of flour which it 
exports under the present adjustment of rates. 

Grain is transported in large quantities from the 
west to Buffalo by boat, and from Buffalo it may reach 
New York by canal. The water rates are usually con- 
siderably lower during the season of navigation than 
the all-rail rates. Indeed, it is this water competition 
via the lake and canal to New York and also via other 
ports of export, notably Montreal, which forces the low 
export rate upon grain through New York. The com- 
plainant can purchase his supplies of grain during the 
season of open navigation, and can, therefore, obtain 
upon his raw material what is equivalent to the export 
rate which he demands of the defendants. It is only 
for this reason that he can grind for export at all. It 
needs no argument to show that he ‘could not, upon 
the present adjustment of rail rates, export flour ground 
from all-rail wheat. 

This advantage which the complainant derives from 
the existence of the Erie Canal is a natural advantage 
inherent in the location of his mill to which he is en- 
titled. We do not think that this ought to be considered 
in passing upon the questions before us. Those ques- 
tions should be disposed of as though the complainant’s 
mill were located at some other port of export, like Bos- 
ton or Philadelphia. 


Difficulties in the Way. 


There is great difficulty in sustaining the position 
finally taken by the complainant, that it has the right to 
designate: certain wheat for export and to obtain the 
export rate upon that grain, provided it is finally ground 
and the product exported. As already stated, there are 
in effect at the present time different export rates upon 
grain and the products of grain. The export rate from 
Chicago upon wheat is 13 cents, upon flour 14 cents, 
upon other grain products 15 cents. There is what is 
known as an ex-lake rate, both domestic and export, 
from Buffalo to New York, which is applicable to grain 
coming to Buffalo by ship and transported from there 
by rail. This grain has the benefit of no milling-in- 
transit privilege at any point, but it does take a lower 
rate when for export than when for domestic consump- 
tion. If, therefore, we were to compel these defendants 
to accord to the complainant the export rate upon the 
grain, which is finally exported as flour, we should give 
to it an advantage over the interior miller, since it 
would obtain upon its grain a lower rate than the inte- 
rior miller has upon the product of his grain, although, 
as a rule, the rates upon the two articles are the same. 

Without passing upon the reasonableness, -in this 
case, of maintaining a different export rate upon grain 
and the products of grain, it is our opinion that so long 
as such rates are maintained their application must be 
cetermined by the form of the commodity when exported. 
If it goes over the shipside as grain it should pay the 
grain rate; if it goes over as flour it should pay the 
flour rate. We do not .think that the grain rate should 
properly be applied in favor of an American mill when 
the article was really exported as flour. 

It is an apparent discrimination against the American 
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miller to establish a lower rate upon grain for export 
than upon flour for export, but the carriers insist that 
this is justified by competitive conditions, It is urged 
that the complainant has: the same right to buy export 
grain in New York, which is subsequently ground in 
New York, as has the foreign miller, but this ignores 
the fact that export rates have their justification in con- 
ditions existing beyond the port of export. If grain is 
entitled to a lower rate for export through New York 
than flour, it is not primarily due to conditions at New 
York, but depends rather upon conditions of transpor- 
tation between the interior point of production and the 
foreign point of consumption. The export rate is really 
a portion of a through rate which must vary according 
to the cost\of water transportation from the port to the 
foreign country. It cannot be said, therefore, that a 
person located at New York has the right to purchase 
at the export rate grain which is to be used in New 
York, and to permit a New York mill to do this would 
be to give to that mill an unjust advantage against the 
American mill in the interior. We are, therefore, un- 
able to sustain the contention of the complainant that 
it is entitled to the export rate upon the grain which it 
grinds into export flour. 


Rates the Mill Should Have. 


We do think, however, that the complainant is en- 
titled under all the circumstances to the benefit of the 
same rate at its mill in New York which these defend- 
ants accord to mills at interior points. They establish 
and apply export rates upon grain and flour. Under 


those export rates the grain or the flour is delivered by * 


the defendants at the shipside. The service of the de- 
fendants ends there in the case both of the grain and 
of the product. Now, in our opinion, the complainant’s 
mill, for the purposes of this case, must be regarded 
as situated upon the line of the defendants. It may 
not be upon their rails, but it stands back of the be- 
ginning of the water service. It is between the grain 
field and the side of the ship which carries this flour 
abroad. If these defendants make for the interior miller 
a rate which carries his product to the shipside, they 
ought to treat this complainant as being within that line. 
To put upon this law such an interpretation as would 
impose upon this complainant, by virtue of the fact that 
his mill happens to be situated in the city of New York 
instead of ten miles up. the Hudson river, a rate 3% 
cents per 100 pounds higher upon the grain or the 
flour which it handles than is imposed upon its com- 
petitor is unjust. In our opinion, therefore, these de- 
fendants ought to accord to the complainant a rate which 
is equivalent to that paid by the interior miller, provided, 
as a practical matter, that can be done. The serious 
difficulty in this case is the practical one. Just as the 
complainant is entitled to the benefit of its location with 
respect to the Erie canal, so it must sustain the disad- 
vantage of its location. If, from the location of its mill 
and the manner in which its business is transacted, it is 
practically impossible for these defendants to apply to 
that business what is equivalent to a milling-in-transit 
privilege, then they may decline to. do so, nor would the 
discrimination thereby effected be an undue one. The de- 
fendants contend that, as a practical matter, it is impos- 
sible to give the complainant the benefit of this rate. 
The complainant obtains its grain both by rail and 
by water. The testimony shows that probably two-thirds 
of all its wheat comes in by canal. If, now, the com-

plainant were allowed to claim from the defendants 
the benefit of’ an export rate upon all the flour exported 
by it as against the one-third of its total product which 
is brought in by the defendants, a manifest injustice 
would arise.. As a practical matter, the complainant 
would apply the export rate to all its rail shipments, 
although, in fact, only one-third of its export flour may 
have been ground from wheat brought in by rail; al- 
though, indeed, none of it may have been brought in 
in that way. In order to remove this practical difficulty 
it would be necessary to make certain that the identical 
grain actually brought in by the defendants was subse- 
quently ground into flour and exported by the com- 
plainant. 
Another Difficulty Encountered. 


There is another difficulty. The complainant may 
bring in grain by any of the defendant lines. Assume, 
now, that it brings it in equally over all the lines. It 
shows that a certain quantity of grain brought in by rail 
has been converted into flour and exported. It is en- 
titled, therefore, to the export flour rate upon a certain 
number of pounds of wheat. If, now, the complainant 
may at its option designate the railroad which shall 
apply the lower rate, it is evident that it may compel 
one line to transport for it exclusively at the export 
rate, while it pays all other lines the domestic rate. 

It further appeared that this grain originated at 
many different points; that divisions between the dif- 
ferent carriers depended upon the point of origin, and 
that hence it would be necessary to know what par- 
ticular car was ground into export flour in order to 
properly apply the rate and make settlement between 
the various carriers. It comes, therefore, to this that as 
@ practical matter the export flour rate cannot be applied 
unless the complainaut can indicate when it receives 
the wheat whether the flour will be finally exported. ° 

The testimony shows that grain may be billed to 
New York either at.the export or the domestic rate. 
When it reaches New York it is placed in store and is 
entitled to ten days’ free storage. Within that ten days 
the owner may change the destination of his traffic from 
export to domestic and the rate will be corrected ac- 
cordingly. If he eleets to export, the grain is taken 
to the shipside by the railroad; if he devotes it to 
domestic consumption, it is lightered to such point im 
New York harbor as the owner may designate, subject 
to this qualification—that free lighterage will only be 
granted in lots of 4,000 bushels and over. If, therefore, 
the complainant can, within ten days from the arrival 
of its grain by rail, indicate whether it is to be ground 
for export or domestic consumption, there is no prac- 
tical difficulty in the application of the rate and the 
settlement of the accounts. The complainant gave evi- 
dence that this could be done; that bins could be pro- 
vided into which this grain could be put under the in- 
spection of the railway; that these bins could be sealed; 
that the grain could be subsequently ground under the 
inspection of the railway and exported, and that all this 
involved no practical difficulty. In confirmation of this 
statement the manager of the complainant said that the 
United States government permitted Canadian grain 
to be ground in the mills of the complainant in exactly 
this manner. 

Conclusions in the Case. 


There is no apparent reason why this might not be 
done. The testimony does not show, and the Commis- 
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sion has no very distinct notion of the expense which 
would be thereby involved. Clearly, whatever expense 
is involved should be borne by the complainant, and 
the better way of covering this expense would probably 
be by a charge of so much per 100 pounds in the nature 
of the penalty which is imposed at interior points for 
the milling privilege. The service rendered to the in- 
terior mill is of a different character and usually con- 
sists of switching the carload of grain in and the car- 
load of flour out. Here the railroad company takes the 
grain in, but has nothing to do with bringing the flour 
out. The service is, however, one required in order to 
exercise the right or privilege of converting this grain 
into flour and sending the flour along to a foreign desti- 
nation. It ought to be possible, if both parties under- 
take the task in good faith, to devise some scheme by 
which this can be accomplished. 

It occurs to us that the practical objection from the 
standpoint of the complainant may be this: At interior 
points, as we understand the matter, the flour may be 
sent to one destination and the by-product to another. 
The flour may be exported and the by-product shipped 
to some point upon the domestic rate. The only check 
is the number of pounds out as compared with the 
number of pounds in. At the mill of the complainant 
it is necessary that the entire product shall be ex- 
ported. 

It appeared on the hearing that while ex-lake grain 
from Buffalo to New York enjoys no milling-in-transit 
privilege, export flour ground from ex-lake grain at 
Buffalo takes an export rate 1% cents lower than the 
domestic rate. This rate is accorded really as a milling- 
in-transit proposition, and we think that under our hold- 
ing the complainant would be entitled upon ex-lake grain 
ground for export to the benefit of this export flour 
rate. What we hold is that the defendants have no right 
to accord to interior mills a lower rate upon export 
flour than they accord to the complainant upon the 
grain which it subsequently grinds into export flour. 

The manager of the complainant testified that its 
business in Cuba and the West Indies was formerly 
much more extensive than now and that the falling off 
in business was mainly due to competition with mills 
at Galveston. It appears from the tariffs on file with 
this Commission. that grain ground at Galveston for 
export takes the export grain rate. Otherwise, it is 
manifest that no mill could grind at that point for the 
foreign market, since the domestic rate on wheat to 
Galveston is in the vicinity of 10 cents higher than 
the export rate from most interior points from which 
shipments actually move through that port. While this 
is no reason for requiring the defendants to accord 
a similar privilege to this complainant, since they have 
nothing to do with the allowance of the privilege at 
Galveston, it indicates that there is no practical diffi- 
culty in the way of doing so. 

An order will be issued requiring the defendants 
to cease and desist from according to flour milled at 
interior points a lower rate for export than is imposed 
upon the grain of the complainant which is subsequently 
ground into flour and other products which are exported. 
This order will be upon condition that the defendants 
may establish the necessary regulations to make certain 
that the grain upon which the export flour rate is 
applied is actually exported as flour or other grain 
products and may impose a proper charge to cover the 
cost of executing such regulations. 
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Order of the Commission. 


This case being at issue upon complaint and answers 
on. file, and having been duly heard and submitted by 
the parties, and full investigation of the matters and 
things involved having been had, and the Commission 
having, on the date hereof, made and filed a _ report 
containing its conclusions thereon: 

it is ordered, That the above-named defendant car- 
riers be, and they are hereby, notified and required to 
cease and desist, on or before the ist day of September, 
1908, from according to flour milled in transit at interior 
points a lower rate for export than is imposed upon 
the grain of the complainant at New York City, which 
is subsequently ground into flour and other grain prod- 
ucts and exported, but this order is made upon condition 
that said defendants establish the necessary regulations 
to make certain that the grain upon which the export 
flour rate is applied is actually exported as flour or other 
grain products, for which defendants may impose a 
proper charge to cover the cost of executing such regu- 
lations.

Corn Belt Live Stock Rates 


No. 1174, 


CORN BELT MEAT PRODUCERS’ ASSOCIATION 
vs. 
CHICAGO, BURLINGTON & QUINCY RY. CO. ET AL. 

Submitted June 1, 1908. Decided June 27, 1908. 

1. To facilitate the handling of cattle for feeding pur- 
poses defendants have permitted them to be brought in, 
from various breeding pastures, stopped off for a time to 
be fattened, and then sent on to market at the through 
rate plus some additional charge for the privilege, and 
plus also the local rate from the feeding point for the 
additional weight which the cattle take on in process 
of fattening. This feeding-in-transit privilege is extended 
by the tariffs of defendants in territory west of the Mis- 
souri river, but is not permitted at Iowa points: Held, 
That this results in unlawful discrimination against Iowa 
points and the complainant. 

2. Rates upon live stock from Iowa points to Chi- 
cago are not found to be unreasonable; but the grouping 
should be revised, as at present it apparently discrimi- 
nates against Iowa points. 

3. There are many reasons why state and interstate 
rates should be established in harmony with one another. 
When the Commission is asked to examine the reason- 
ableness of an interstate rate, similar rates established 
by state authority in that territory must have great influ- 
ence, especially where they have been long acquiesced 
in by the carriers. Still, these state rates have no bind- 
ing force upon the Commission. They are standards of 
comparison of greater or less value, according as they 
appear to be just and reasonable. 

4. This Commission has no authority to establish 
general rate schedules, but must deal with the interstate 
rates of this country, which have not been established 
upon any consistent theory, as it finds them. What the 
Commission takes off in one place it cannot add in some 
other. Unless, therefore, the general result of all rates 
is to yield an undue revenue to the carrier, the Commis- 
sion should not reduce a particular rate simply because 
it might think, if establishing that rate de novo as part 
of a general scheme, that it ought to be somewhat lower 
or somewhat higher in proportion to others. The rate 
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attacked must be so out of proportion as to be unreason- 
able or must so discriminate as to be undue or must be 
unlawful for some other special reason.

Report of the Commission. 


PROUTY, Commissioner: 

The complainant represents in this proceeding the 
live-stock interests of the state of Iowa. Its complaint 
is twofold: 

First, that the defendants decline to grant in the 
state of Iowa the feeding-in-transit privilege which is 
accorded in territory west of the Missouri river. 

Second, that the rates upon live stock from Iowa 
points to Chicago are excessive. 

In corn-producing states like Iowa, Nebraska and Kan- 
sas, cattle are brought in from various breeding pastures 
for the purpose of being fattened for market. The period 
of feeding usually extends over less than one year. To 
accommodate this business, what is known as the feed- 
ing-in-transit privilege has grown up in certain sections. 
It usually happens that the rate from the range to the 
feeding point plus that from the feeding point to the 
market exceeds the through rate from: the range to the 
market. To facilitate the handling of cattle for feeding 
purposes railroads have pérmitted them to be brought in, 
stopped off for a time to be fattened, and then sent on to 
market at the through rate plus some additional charge 
for the privilege, and plus also the local rate from the 
feeding point for the additional weight which the cattle 
take on in the process of fattening. This privilege is ex- 
tended by the tariffs of all the defendants in territory 
west of the Missouri river, like Kansas and Nebraska, 
but is not permitted at Iowa points, and this is alleged 
to be an unlawful discrimination against Iowa and tne 
complainant as feeders of stock in Iowa. 

When these cattle are taken to the farm for the 
purpose of being fed, they are known ag stock cattle; 
when fitted for market, they are termed beef cattle. The 
defendants all maintain from markets like Omaha and 
Kansas City to points in Iowa what are known as stock- 
cattle rates, which are 75 per cent of the regular beef- 
cattle rates, and they insist that these rates in the actual 
course of business much more than make up to the Iowa 
farmer what he loses by being denied the right of feed- 
ing in transit. ' 


First Contention Is Sustained. 


In point of fact the lowa farmer in the great ma- 
jority of instances purchases his feeders on the Missouri 
river, usually at Omaha, and ships them upon this stock- 
cattle rate to the farm where they are to be fed. Gener- 
ally he could not and ‘would not purchase these cattle 
upon the range. This results from the comparatively 
small] number of cattle which he buys and from the man- 
her in which range cattle are sold. A feeding-in-transit 
privilege is not therefore of great importance to the live- 
stock interests of Iowa; probably not of the same degree 
of importance as in case of Indian Territory, Kansas and 
perhaps Nebraska, since those localities are nearer the 
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range and in more intimate communication with it. But 
it does appear from this case that in many instances 
lowa operators .would, if the opportunity existed, avail 
themselves of the right to feed in transit. Illustrations 
were presented which show that the exercise of this 
right would be of considerable pecuniary advantage to 
those who could avail themselves of it. The stock-cattle 
rate is accorded to territory west of the Missouri river 
as well as to points in Iowa, and we see no reason why 
these defendants should not extend to the Iowa shipper 
the same privileges in this respect which they grant in 
other territory where substantially the same conditions 
exist. The first contention of the complainant is there- 
fore sustained. 

The serious question involved here arises under the 
second specification of the complainant, and is, Are the 
live-stock rates from Iowa to Chicago excessive? 

Iowa surpasses all other states in the value of its live 
stock, even Texas, with its vast extent and its prominent 
live-stock interests, being second. The receipts per square 
mile from the sale of live stock in Iowa for the year 
1907 were almost twice those in any other state. Of 
approximately 70,000 carloads of stock handled by the 
Chicago & Northwestern railway into Chicago during the 
year 1907, 30,000 came from Iowa. Out of a total of 
288,000 carloads received at the Chicago Union Stock Yards 
during that same year, more than 112,000 were from Iowa. 
It was estimated that to establish the scale of rates 
asked for by the complainant would involve a reduction 
of $10 per car upon the average on stock shipments from 
Iowa, which would mean, therefore, a net loss in revenue 
to these defendants of over $1,000,000. The recital of 
these facts shows the importance of this question to the 
shippers who pay and the defendants who receive these 
rates. 

The complainant in the opening of its case introduced 
the testimony of some witnesses tending to show that 
the character of the service rendered at the present time 
was not as valuable. to the shipper nor as expensive to 
the railway as that in force five or six years ago. This 
testimony will be later considered in connection with cer- 
tain claims by the defendants touching the character of 
this service, 


Comparisons Shown by Complainant. 


The complainant mainly relied in the making out of 
its case upon a comparison between the live-stock rates 
imposed by the defendants from Iowa to Chicago with 
those imposed by them for the movement of live stock 
from other points to Chicago and also with the rates 
established by certain state commissions. The compari- 
sons instituted were with the state rates of Illinois and 
Iowa and the interstate rates of the defendants from 
points in Missouri to Chicago, from points in Missouri 
to St. Louis, from points in Missouri to Kansas City, and 
from territory west of the Missouri river to Kansas 
City and Omaha. In rebuttal the complainant showed the 
live-stock rates established by the state of Wisconsin, 
those made by the defendants from Wisconsin points to 
Chicago, and also rates upon lines other than the defend- 
ants’ from Michigan, Ohio and Indiana to Chicago. 

The attorney for the complainant mn preparing his 
case correctly assumed that a comparison of individual 
rates selected here and there, either from Iowa to Chi- 
cago or between any of the other points used for the pur- 
pose of comparison, would be unsatisfactory, and that a 
just comparison could only be made by showing all the 
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rates from Iowa to Chicago, and all the rates in the other 
sections selected. In order to accomplish this end, the 
following method was adopted: 

Zones of 10 miles, beginning with 150 miles, from 
Chicago were used, and all the stations within these 
zones were taken. The distance to each station upon the 
lines of the defendants within these zones was ascer- 
tained, and the rates actually in effect to those stations 
were averaged, producing what is termed the average 
rate for that zone. For example, the complainant in- 
quired what stations of the defendants in lowa were 
located between 150 miles and 159 miles, both inclusive, 
from Chicago. The rate to each of these stations was 
ascertained, and all the rates were then added together 
and divided by the number of stations, the result being 
the so-called average rate. 

In this manner, the complainant ascertained the aver- 
age rate for these 10-mile zones from all stations in 
Iowa to Chicago upon cattle, hogs and sheep. In the 
same manner and for corresponding distance the 
average rates were obtained from points in Missouri to 
Chieago, from points in Missouri to St. Louis, from points 
in Missouri to Kansas City, and from points west of the 
Missouri river to Kansas City and Omaha. 

The complainant now compared the average lIowa- 
Chicago rates ascertained as above with the Illinois state 
rates, the lowa state rates, and the average rates in the 
other localities named. This comparison showed that 
the lowa-Chicago rates exceeded in every instance the 
raies with which they were compared. Rates upon beef 
cattle, hogs and sheep differ, those upon hogs and sheep 
being rather lower in proportion from Iowa points to 
Chicago than those upon cattle. The percentages by 
which the Iowa-Chicago beef cattle rates exceeded those 
with which comparison was made was in case of Illinois 
state rates 39 per cent, Iowa state rates 33 per cent, Mis- 
souri to St. Louis 28 per cent, Missouri to Kansas City 30 
per cent, Nebraska to Kansas City 13 per cent, Nebraska 
to Omaha 23 per cent. 


Reply of the Carriers, 

The defendants seek to avoid the effect of these 
comparisons, first, by asserting that the method by which 
the average rates are obtained is unreliable. All lines 
must make the same rates from the same station; in- 
deed, as will be later stated, the rate from a particular 
station often fixes that at some station several miles dis- 
tant upon another line of railway. The distances by vari- 
ous lines from the same and neighboring stations to 
Chicago vary greatly. It therefore follows that the aver- 
age rate obtained by the complainant does not represent 
any actual rate whatever. 

This contention of the defendants seems to be cor- 
rect, but it would also seem that the average rates 
thus obtained must be sufficiently favorable to the de- 
fendants, since in most instances, at least, the rate thus 
arrived at would be lower for a given distance than the 
actual short-line rate which should control and ordinarily 
does. To show this by practical illustration, take the 
city of Des Moines, which is 358 miles from Chicago by 
the short line, in this case the Rock Island. The dis- 
tances from Des.Moines by the lines of the other de- 
fendants are: Northwestern, 363; St, Paul, 375; Chicago 
Great Western, 372; Illinois Central, 463. Averaging 
these distances we have an average distance by all lines 
from Des Moines to Chicago of 386 miles, which is 
materially greater than the short line. The rate is 22 
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cents, so that the system of averages shows: 22 cents 
as applying to a longer distance than the short-line dis- 
tance upon which rates are usually made. If this rate 
is compared with what it would be if established by tie 
Iowa Distance Tariff the comparison is too favorable to 
the defendants. So far, therefore, as these lowa-Chicago 
zone rates are compared with the distance tariffs of 
Illinois or Iowa, the defendants ought not to complain 
of the method employed. 

The defendants, while conceding that this may be 
true to the extent above indicated, very earnestly con- 
tend that the method is utterly unfair when applied to 
ascertaining the average rates which are voluntarily 
made by them from Missouri and Wisconsin to Chicago, 
and also from various territories to other markets. They 
insist that the average rates so obtained are utterly 
misleading and in evidence of this they gave many actual 
illustrations. Their point can be illustrated and dealt 
with by using a single concrete example. 


Rates from Missouri Towns. 


The complainant shows by its exhibit that the aver- 
age rate to Chicago from Missouri towns distant between 
330 and 339 miles, inclusive, is 18% cents. This includes 
stations upon taree lines of railroad—the Santa Fe, the 
Burlington and the Wabash. Upon the Burlington there 
are ten stations with rates and distances as follows:

The average rates from these Burlington stations 
would be about 1y cents, but the defendants insist that 
this result is unfair, since the rates from certain sta- 
tions, while correctly stated, are abnormal. Apex, Ells- 
berry and Dameron are situated near St. Louis, and the 
proximity of that market establishes the low rate to 
Chicago. Eyen under those rates there was no move- 
ment from Ellsberry during the year ended June 30, 
1907, no movement from Texas Junction, and but a 
single car from West Alton. 

This illustration points the infirmity of the method 
employed by the complainant. The rates deduced are 
the actual average of rates prevailing from Missouri to 
Chicago. There is in effect a rate of 16.5 cents from 
Ellsberry, a distance of 334 miles, but no traffic actually 
moves under that rate. This condition, which exists in a 
certain portion of Missouri, does not exist in any portion 
of Iowa. The average rate reduced by the complainant 
does not therefore fairly represent in all cases the 
charge under which live stock actually moves from 
Missouri to Chicago, and it embodies certain competitive 
conditions which do not exist in Iowa. For these rea- 
sons a comparison between the average rates from 
Missouri and from Iowa might not be fair to the de 
fendants. 

Another consideration of the same character arises 
out of the location of these various points in Iowa as 
compared with Missouri, Iowa lies directly west of 
Chicago, and lines leading from the center of that state 
to Chicago run nearly due east and west. From Missouri 
the general direction to Chicago is northeast. It follows, 
therefore, that from a station in Missouri due south of 
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a station in Iowa the distance to Chicago is ordinarily 
greater than from the Iowa station. Cattle can be readily 
driven short distances to the station at which they are 
shipped, and the cost of driving them from 5 to 10 miles 
igs not great. Hence, rates upon cattle to market must 
be the same, not only from stations actually located upon 
two lines of railroad, but also from stations upon dif- 
ferent lines which are within driving distance of one 
another. This renders necessary what is called by the 
defendants the cross-country check, which is merely a 
comparison of the rates at one station with those at 
another station near by. The testimony of the defendants 
was that this cross-country check tended‘ to force the 
same rate upon the same meridian, and, therefore, that 
rates from Missouri must be lower for the same distance 
than from Iowa, since distances to Chicago from points 
in Missouri were greater than from points in Iowa due 
north. 


Work Out of Cross-Country Check. 


The general claim of the defendants that rates be- 
tween stations within driving distance of each other 
must be established with reference to one another is 
unquestionably: correct. It is not true that this check 
when instituted between stations upon different lines 
would operate alone north and south. It would operate 
in all directions, but the tendency would be, as stated 
by the defendants, to produce a lower rate for the same 
distance, or, more accurately stated, to apply the same 
rate to a longer distance as the point of shipment be- 
came more distant from the direct east and west line. 
The tendency of this would undoubtedly be to produce a 
somewhat lower: average rate for the same distance 
from Missouri stations to Chicago than from Iowa. 

A glance at the map will show that the Mississippi 
river makes a broad sweep toward the east, extending 
nearly across the state of Iowa. This, added to the fact 
that Chicago lies nearly due east of the center of that 
state, brings stations upon the Mississippi river in Iowa 
much nearer to Chicago than points upon that river 
south of Iowa. It is about 140 miles from Clinton, Ia., 
to Chicago, as compared with 288 miles from St. Louis 
to Chicago. . 

Rates from Missouri river points like Kansas City 
upon the south and Omaha upon the north are the same 
to Chicago, and in the making of these rates and their 
division among the carriers, rates between the Missouri 
and the Mississippi rivers are the same. The [illinois 
state rate makes it impossible to maintain upon live 
stock a higher rate than about 14 cents from the nearest 
points in Iowa to Chicago, and competitive conditions 
referred to establish substantially the same rate from 
St. Louis to Chicago. The differential between the Mis- 
souri and Mississippi rivers upon live stock is 8% cents 
per 100 pounds, and this, when subtracted from 23% 
cents, which has been for a long time the rate from 
the Missouri river to Chicago, leaves a rate of 14% cents 
from St. Louis. The effect of this is to establish from 
Missouri stations in the vicinity of St. Louis to Chicago 
low rates for comparatively long distances. It is also 
hecessary to grade from 23% cents down to 14% cents 
over a shorter distance in Missouri than in Iowa. 

The complainants are undoubtedly right in stating 
that live stock moves from Missouri points to Chicago 
at a lower rate than from Iowa points to that market, 
but the defendants are also right in their claim that 
the actual difference is less than that shown by these 
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average tables, and that these rates, while voluntary 
upon their part, are influenced by competitive conditions 
which do not prevail in Iowa. It seems quite probable 
that a general reduction of rates from Iowa to the 
present Missouri basis would lead to a corresponding 
reduction from points in Missouri. 


St. Louis and Kansas City Rates. 


What has been said with reference to these Mis- 
souri-Chicago rates of the defendants would apply for 
different reasons to the rates which they establish from 
points in Missouri to St. Louis and Kansas City, and 
from points west of the Missouri river to Kansas City 
and Omaha. These rates are somewhat less than the 
Iowa-Chicago rates, but they are to a considerable extent 
influenced by the rates established by the state com- 
missions of Missouri and Nebraska in connection with 
competitive conditions between different lines and dif- 
ferent markets. These conditions do not obtain in Iowa, 
whose sole market for every practical purpose is Chi- 
cago, except in a narrow belt along the western border 
of the state. 

In answer to the various comparisons of the com- 
plainant the defendants instituted certain comparisons 
upon their part, one of those most relied upon being 
with rates from Wisconsin points to Chicago. A table 
was introduced by the representative of the Northwestern 
line which purported to show all points upon that line 
in Wisconsin, and from which it appeared that the rates 
from that state to Chicago were higher than from Iowa. 

The different states contributing live stock to the 
Chicago market, in their order, are, first, Iowa; second, 
Illinois; third, Wisconsin. The rates under which this 
traffic from that state moves are therefore of considerable 
significance. The complainant questions the accuracy of 
the figures introduced by the defendants, and presents 
upon the rebuttal certain tables of its own, which ap- 
parently show that the rates from Wisconsin are lower 
than from Iowa. 

In 1906 and 1907 the railroad commission of Wis- 
consin conducted an elaborate investigation into live 
stock rates from points within that state to Milwaukee. 
The result of that investigation has been stated by that 
commission in a publication styled No, 59, Walter L. 
Houser vs. Chicago, St. Paul, Minneapolis & Omaha Ry. 
Co, et al., decided July 31, 1907. In this report the 
commission of Wisconsin gives an extended history of 
the investigation, including the claims of the defendants 
and some statement of the evidence introduced by them. 
On page 24 of this report occurs the following: 


The representatives of the roads also urged that while the 
intrastate rates on live stock may be somewhat higher in 
Wisconsin than in some of the other states, this inqeuality is 
fully offset by the fact that the interstate rates to Chicago 
are lower from stations in Wisconsin than from stations in 
Iowa. This proposition was supported by tabulations in which 
the rates to Chicago from 18§ statiors on the Chicago & North- 
western railway in Wisconsin were compared with the rates to 
Chicago from an equal number of points on the same road in 
Iowa, the distances being about the same in both cases. 


It appears, therefore, that these defendants in the 
latter part of 1906 and the early part of 1907 were 
claiming that their interstate rates upon live stock from 
Wisconsin to Chicago were lower than from Iowa points 
to Chicago, while in the present proceeding their claim 
is exactly the reverse. 

The Wisconsin commission carefully examined in 
that proceeding the relative rates from these two states 
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to the Chicago market, and reached the conclusion that 
rates from southern points in Missouri, from ‘which the 
greater part of the live stock movement occurs, were 
lower than from Iowa, while rates from the northern 
portion were somewhat higher; that on the whole the 
Wisconsin-Chicago rates were lower than the lIowa-Chi- 
cago rates. A careful examination of the tables produced 
in this proceeding, both by the defendants and the 
complainant, convince us that the conclusion of the 
Wisconsin commission was in accordance with the fact. 
That commission also states -in its report that the heavier 
movement of live stock is from the southern part of the 
state, and this seems to be in accordance with the fact. 
The defendants now claim that if rates from the south- 
ern part of Wisconsin are lower than from Iowa that 
is due to the fact that Milwaukee is also a live-stock 
market, and that rates to Chicago from these Wisconsin 
points are made in competition with those to Milwaukee. 
This, we think, is correct. Without taking time to state 
fully the exact nature of that competition, it is evident 
that the location of these markets and of the various 
lines serving them is such that the tendency would be 
to make the Milwaukee rate a standard for the Chi- 
cago rate, while the distance to Milwaukee would ordi- 
narily be less than to Chicago, and often less by the 
entire distance between these points. 

The defendants introduced statements of rates from 
various points to other markets, especially St. Paul, 
which indicate that these rates are as high and usually 
higher than the rates complained of, and the complainant 
upon its part has introduced statements showing that 
rates from Ohio and Indiana and from Michigan to Chi- 
cago are much lower than those from Iowa. Very little 
significance can be attached to either of these compari- 
sons. The general level of rates east of Chicago is 
lower than that to the west. The normal movement of 
live stock is toward the east rather than back to Chi- 
cago. It might well be expected that rates from this 
territory into the Chicago market would be lower than 
those from the west to that same market. So, too, we 
should expect that rates from the points selected by 
the defendants into the St. Paul market would be higher 
than those from Iowa to Chicago. The comparisons 
which are most worthy of attention are the state rates 
of Illinois, Iowa, Missouri and Wisconsin, where these 
same defendants operate under much the same condi- 
tions, and especially the rates established by the defend- 
ants themselves for the movement of live stock to the 
Chicago market from Missouri and Wisconsin. We have 
seen that these rates are in all cases lower than the 
rates complained of: The Illinois rates are the lowest. 
The Iowa rates and the Wisconsin state rates are next; 
the rates of the defendants from Missouri to Chicago 
and from Wisconsin points to Chicago would exceed 
those from Iowa in that order. We have to consider, 
therefore, what effect in disposing of this case should 
be attached to the fact that these lower rates are main- 
tained by the defendants. 


State and Interstate Rates. 


There are many reasons why state and interstate 
rates should be established in harmony with one another. 
It is especially unfortunate that the sum of the state 
locals should form a less combination than the through 
interstate rates. Railway rates depend on local condi- 
tions and necessities with which state commissions arc 
often better acquainted than a national commission possi- 





bly can be. When, therefore, we are asked to examine 
the reasonableness of an interstate rate similar rates 
established by state authority in that territory must 
have great influence, especially where they have been 
long acquiesced in by the carriers. In the present 
instance the Illinois rates have been in effect for niore 
than a quarter of a century, and the Iowa rates have 
prevailed for an almost equal period, until slightly re. 
duced last year by the Iowa commission. During all this 
time the carriers have accepted these rates. It is impossible 
not to be strongly influenced toward the view that such 
rates are just and reasonable. 

Still these state rates have no binding force upon 
us. They are standards of comparison of greater or 
less value, according as they appear to be just and 
reasonable. This Commission has several times refused 
to recognize the reasonableness of state rates, even when 
those rates were directly in issue, holding that a through 
interstate rate might properly be higher than the sum 
of the state locals. Savannah Bureau of Freight & 
Transportation vs. Charleston & Savannah R. R. Co., 
7 I, C. C. Rep., 601; Artz vs. Seaboard Air Line Ry., 
1i I. C. C. Rep., 458; Brabham vs. Atlantic Coast Line 
R. R, Co., 11 I. C, C. Rep., 464. The defendants insist 
that these state rates are unreasonably low, and it is 
therefore our duty to examine that question as an original 
proposition. 

Those interstate rates referred to by the com- 
plainant stand differently. These are voluntary rates 
established by these defendants of their own motion. A 
railroad has no right to prefer one locality to another 
without some justifying reason. If these defendants have 
voluntarily established rates for the transportation of 
live stock from Wisconsin or Missouri, they should 
accord equally favorable rates to Iowa, unless they can 
show some valid excuse for not doing so. 


Call Live-Stock Rates Low, 


The railways have always asserted in previous in- 
vestigations by this Commission, and the defendants 
vigorously contend in this proceeding, that the general 
level of live-stock rates is too low. They insist that 
live stock does not bear, as a rule, its proper share of 
the transportation burden. They affirm with respect to 
these particular rates, although they are higher than 
the rates of the states through which this traffic moves 
and higher than interstate rates from most other points 
to Chicago, nevertheless they are too low. The repre- 
sentative of one defendant company stated that, in his 
opinion, his company actually lost money in the trans- 
portation of live stock. While this position was not 
urged upon the argument, it was insisted that these rates 
were altogether too low in proportion tu rates on other 
commodities, and that they should be advanced rather 
than reduced. 

The defendants point out certain things. incidental 
to the handling of live stock alone, which ddd to the 
expense of that business, among which are the following: 

(a) A special car is required. The cost of the stock 
car is about the same as that of the ordinary box car, 
but its life is somewhat less, being on the Northwestern 
system seventeen years in case of the stock car and 
twenty-three years with the box car, and the expense 
of maintenance somewhat more. 

There are, however, certain advantages in favor of 
ihe stock car. It is moved over comparatively long hau!s 
upon a fast schedule. Upon arrival at destination it is 
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at once unloaded and ready to return. While the average 
detention under load of the box car is two days and 
over, that of the stock car is practically nothing. This 
would apparently give to the stock car a much greater 
mileage than to the ordinary box car, and the testimony 
in this case indicates that such is the fact. It seems 
altogether probable that a dollar invested in the stock 
car returns to the carrier as great an earning as a simi- 
lar investment in other freight cars. In the past it has 
been possible to lease these cars from companies whose 
business it was to manufacture and rent them for six 
1nills per mile for the miles actually run, and carriers 
have often testified before this Commission that the 
expense of maintaining their freight equipment as a 
whole equaled or exceeded that sum, a statement which 
is borne out by their returns to this Commission. Con- 
sidering the volume in which this stock is handled from 
Iowa and the regularity of its movement, it is doubtful 
whether the use of the stock car should be charged as a 
disability against the traffic involved in this proceeding. 


Other Items of Expense, 


(b) Live stock requires more or less attention while 
being transported by rail, and all these defendants as 
part of the rate carry attendants in charge of the stock. 
This necessitates the use of a larger caboose than would 
otherwise be required upon the stock train itself, and 
involves also the free return carriage of these care- 
takers upon the regular passenger trains of the defend- 
ants. Some of the defendants claim in their computa- 
tions that this is an added expense equivalent to the 
full passenger fare upon the return trip, and also to a 
certain additional sum by reason of damages to care- 
takers, etc. We cannot accept the correctness of this 
view, but the transportation of these attendants is an 
item which is peculiar to the live-stock business and 
which adds to its cost. 

(c) Bulk freight is ordinarily loaded by the shipper. 
The railroad places the car upon its track, allows it to 
stand there while being loaded, and receives it when 
loaded. In many parts of the country live stock is 
loaded by the carrier, but such is not the case in Iowa. 
The live-stock contract under which these defendants 
operate in that state provides that the stock shall be 
loaded by the owner, and the testimony shows that this 
is in fact done. It does, however, appear that the cars 
are placed at the chute by the railway, and where several 
carloads of stock are to be taken on at a particular 
station this involves a certain amount of delay and 
consequent expense. 

(d) In the receiving and loading of live stock pens 
are required to confine the stock after it reaches the 
station, and chutes to afford: an entrance into the car 
itself. The receipt of all freight involves a certain ter- 
minal expense, but it seems evident that the cost of 
receiving live stock is greater than with ordinary car- 
load freight. 

(e) Cars carrying live stock must be bedded, and 
for this purpose in Iowa sand seems to be generally 
used. In many sections the bedding is furnished by the 
carriers as a part of the transportation service, but in 
Iowa under the tariffs of these defendants the shipper 
pays 75 cents per car for the bedding and puts it into 
the car himself. This fully covers the cost of this 
Service to the carrier. 

(f) Cattle cars must be cleaned. For this purpose 
the Northwestern -railway maintains and operates a 
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plant at Clinton, Ia., and a statement was introduced 
showing the number of cars cleaned at that plant and 
the actual cost of operating the same during the year 
1907, from which it appeared that cars were cleaned 
there at an expense, including the cost of the plant, of 
about $1.25 per car. The testimony showed, however, 
that in practice these Iowa cars were only cleaned every 
third or fourth trip. 


Delivery at Stock Yards. 


(g) The defendants also claim that there is con- 
nected with the delivery of live stock at Chicago an 
unusual expense pot incident to other freight. It appears, 
in fact, that the defendants pay to the Union Stock 
Yards, which unloads the stock in Chicago, 25 cents per 
car for this service, while they do not ordinarily bear 
any expense in the unloading of carload bulk freight, and 
that they pay certain trackage charges for the privilege 
of operating their trains over the rails of the stock 
yards company, but there are advantages in the way in 
which this stock is handled to the Union Stock Yards 
which reduces the total cost of its delivery as compared 
with other carload freight. 

In Cattle Raisers’ Association vs. C., B. & Q. Ry. 
Co., 11 I. C. C. Rep., 277,291, statements were filed by 
the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe showing the actual 
cost to it of delivering cars of live stock at the Union 
Stock Yards. This cost embraced the entire expense to 
that company from the time the car left its rails outside 
the city of Chicago until it was returned to those rails, 
including the trackage charge paid to the stock yards 
company. A further statement was filed showing the 
average cost of making delivery in the city of Chicago of 
all carload freight from which it appeared that the total 
expense of delivering live stock at the Union Stock 
Yards was less than one-half the average expense of 
delivering carload freight in Chicago. The testimony in 
that case showed, and there seems to be no reason to 
question it, that the expense of making carload deliveries 
of freight generally in Chicago was no greater to the 
Santa Fe than to these other defendant lines. The 
expense of delivering live stock’ at the Union Stock 
Yards is somewhat greater to certain of these defendants 
than it is to the Santa Fe, but there can be no reason- 
able doubt that the actual cost of delivering this live 
stock at the Union Stock Yards, including the trackage 
charge ‘paid by the various defendants and the un- 
loading charge, is considerable below the average cost 
of delivering all kinds of carload freight at Chi- 
cago. When it is remembered that these defendants 
charge, in addition to their rate per 100 pounds, 
$2 per car for making this delivery and that the Com- 
mission has held that they may properly impose a charge 
of $1 per car, it will be seen that no additional burden - 
attaches on account of the manner in which this freight 
is delivered. 

(h) Live stock, under the Federal statute, when upon 
an interstate journey, must be unloaded for the purpose 
of being fed and watered at least every twenty-eight 
hours. The feed is furnished by the shipper, who also 
assists in the unloading and loading of the stock, but the 
stopping of the train entails upon the carriers a certain 
expense. This Federal act has been recently amended 
so as to permit a run of thirty-six hours when this is 
necessary to reach a market, and most Iowa stock can 
now be delivered at the Union Stock Yards without the 
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necessity of unloading in transit. This item is not, there- 
fore, of much consequence in the present case. 

The foregoing items are peculiar to the handling 
of live stock and are not present in the transportation 
of other freight. Some of them are susceptible of rea- 
sonably accurate expression in dollars and cents, while 
the others, although real additions to the cost of handling, 
cannot be exactly estimated. We reached the conclu- 
sion in Cattle Raisers’ Asso. of Texas vs. Missouri, Kan- 
sas & Texas Ry. Co. et al, 11 I. C. C. Rep., 296, that 
the additional cost to the carrier of receiving this traffic 
and getting it into the car was approximately $1.25 per 
car, and that the cost of cleaning the car was, on the 
average, from 40 to 50 cents per car. This does not 
include the total originating terminal expense, but only 
those items which’ are peculiar to this traffic. Nothing 
is included in that estimate for the placing of the car 
at the chute, which, when done by the railway, as in 
case of this Iowa traffic, is more properly a gathering 
charge. 

In addition to these items of expense, which do not 
occur in the handling of other freight, the defendants 
point to certain peculiarities in the transportation of this 
business, by reason of which it is less desirable than 
other kinds of traffic. 

It is said, for example, that the handling of live 
stock is extra hazardous; that the damages which car- 
riers are required to pay on this account much exceed 
those paid in case of most freight. 

It is evident that this must be true. In the Cattle 
Raisers’ case, supra, after a full consideration of this 
matter we reached the conclusion that under normal 
conditions $1 per car would, on the average, cover, these 
damages. The testimony in this case confirms that im- 
pression. While that consideration is a somewhat serious 
one, it represents in the rate only about one-half cent 
per 100 pounds upon the average live-stock loading. 

The defendants further point to the fact that the 
loading of live stock is much below the average loading 
of carload freight. Cattle from Iowa load approximately 
24,000 pounds, and loading of hogs and sheep is some- 
what less. The average is not far from 20,000 pounds, or 
10 tons. The average loading of all carload freight is 
from 15 to 18 tons, and many commodities moving in 
large quantities, like coal, grain and lumber, load con- 
siderably heavier. 

Since the weight of the car must be hauled whether 
the load of paying freight be heavy or light, the cost 
of transporting a particular kind of traffic depends very 
much upon the loading which can be secured. The 
weight of a live-stock car is approximately 16 tons, so 
that the average carload of live stock weighs about 26 
tons gross, of which only 10 tons is paying freight. A 
carload of grain containing 25 tons of paying freight 
would only weigh 41 tons. Assuming that the cost of 
handling a gross ton, meaning a ton of combined car and 
freight, is the same, it will be seen that the cost of 
transporting the live stock is considerably greater than 
that of transporting the grain. 
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Must Make Certain Market, 


It is further said that live stock-must be -carried 
at a high rate of speed, which adds greatly to the ex- 
pense of the service. The evidence in this case shows, 
and it has often appeared before the Commission, that 
live stock loses in weight during transportation. In 
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order to be sold upon a given date the stock must reach 
the market before a certain hour in the morning, and 
some days in the week are considered better market days 
than others. For these reasons it is necessary that this 
stock be moved expeditiously and upon a reliable sched- 
ule, so that it may reach the market at the appointed 
time. In fact, this Iowa stock moves at an average speed 
of from 12 to 20 miles per hour. It costs somewhat more 
to move the same train 100 miles at a rate of 20 miles 
an hour than at a rate of 10 miles an hour. In order to 


‘attain the higher speed it is also necessary to make the 


train itself lightér. There is, moreover, a certain inter- 
ference with the other operations of a railroad when a 
particular train must be run upon a fast schedule, and 
when, therefore, it cannot be accommodated to the move. 
ment of other trains. The greater expedition required 
undoubtedly adds to the cost of handling this business. 

The defendants also urge that these stock cars must 
be returned empty, while other freight cars can usually 
be loaded in both directions. In some sections of the 
country cattle cars can be and are provided with loads 
upon return trip to a considerable extent, but such does 
not appear to be the case with this Iowa traffic. The 
cars are promptly released and can be sent back during 
the week at the convenience of the carrier, either in 
trainloads or with other cars. It must be found, how- 
ever, that the necessity of hauling back the empty cars 
is a serious disability. 

For the foregoing reasons, among others, the de- 
fendants insist that the cost of handling live stock is 
much greater than the average cost of handling other 
kinds of traffic. While this may be true with respect to 
the entire business of some carriers on the average, 
while it may be true with respect to average carload 
freight in all instances, we think that the carriers exag- 
gerate the disabilities attending this traffic, and that they 
fail to recognize certain compensating features which 
make this business, especially as handled from the state 
of Iowa by these defendants, very desirable. 

Many of the disabilities referred to by the defendants 
as peculiar to this traffic can be translated into dollars 
and cents, and when so estimated the aggregate amount 
is comparatively small,’ not exceeding from $2 to $3.50 
per car. The expedited service, the lighter loading, and 
the empty return haul, cannot be so estimated; but 
these disadvantages are, to a degree at least, offset by 
the advantages peculiar to this traffic. 

The cost of handling live stock and the rate which 
may therefore be properly charged for its transportation 
vary greatly according to the circumstances under which 
the service is rendered. Where only occasional carloads 
are handled the service is much more expensive, and the 
rate may be properly higher. Live stock from Iowa is 
carried to Chicago in very large quantities, being moved 
in solid trainloads. In such case the computation of cost 
is not by the ton, or by the car, but by the train. 


Profits in the Traffic. 


How profitable it is to move traffic in large quantities 
as this live stock is moved sufficiently appears from 2 
reference to the operations of the railroads of this coun- 
try, as exhibited in their annual reports. Take, for ex- 
ample, the Illinois Central, one of these defendants. The 
average revenue per ton mile of that company for the 
year ending June 30, .1907, was 5.77 mills. Its operating 
expenses, notwithstanding this exceedingly low basis of 
earnings, were 67.26 per cent, somewHat below the aver- 
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age of the whole United States. 
character of the traffic handled by this company we find 
that one-third of it was bituminous coal, and that lumber 
and grain constituted nearly another third. The revenues 
per ton mile of the Pennsylvania railroad for the same 
year were 5.87 mills per ton mile, and its operating ex- 


Upon inquiry as to the 


penses 70.01 per cent, Of the total freight tonnage of this 
company 52 per cent was coal and coke. The Norfolk 
& Western affords an even more Striking example. The 
average ton-mile revenue of this company was 4.95 mills 
and its operating expenses 62.94 per cent. Of its entire 
tonnage over 58 per cent was coal and céke. These com- 
modities were handled, like this live stock from Iowa, in 
solid trainloads, the cars being invariably returned empty. 
The importance of this feature can hardly be too strongly 
insisted upon. 

Monday is the principal market day at the Union 
Stock Yards, Chicago, considerably more than one-haif 
the sales for the entire week being made that day. This 
does not appear to have been so originally, but for rea- 
sons which could not be very definitely stated, has come 
to be the case. The carriers are, therefore, compelled 
to handle the major part of this Iowa stock during Sun- 
day and the early hours of Monday. The Northwestern 
line frequently handles from 18 to 25 stock trains from 
Clinton into Chicago during the late hours of Sunday and 
the early hours of Monday. This requires that company 
to practically turn over its road to this traffic for that 
time. It was asserted that it had been found necessary 
to install the automatic block system for the purpose 
of handling this great amount of business, and it was 
insisted that this fact, that the movenient was mainly 
confined to one day in the week, increased the cost to 
the carrier, and was another reason why this traffic was 
unusually expensive. 

It is undoubtedly true that if these defendants could 
scatter the transportation of this live stock in regular 
intervals over the entire week it would be more con- 
venient than it is at the present time, but it is not true 
that the so-called congestion of this business so adds to 
the cost of operation as to take away the profit. The 
time when it will move is exactly known. The quantity 
which will be moved can be forecast with great accuracy. 
A consideration of the amount received by these defend- 
ants for the use of their facilities during this so-called 
congested period shows that the business is highly profit- 
able. 


Rates in Effect Since 1890. 


These rates have been in effect since 1890, and the 
complainant gave evidence tending to show that while 
the cost of the service had decreased, in that longer 
trains could be handled, while rates in general had fallen, 
these rates had remained the same. They particularly 
insisted that this ought not to be so in view of the fact 
that the service itself was poorer to-day than ten years 
ago. It was asserted by the complainant, and not denied 
by the defendants, that the time occupied from . various 
lowa points was from four to six hours longer than it 
had formerly been, and the complainant insisted that this 
Service was of less value to them for the reason that 
cattle in the additional six hours shrink 400 pounds to 
the carload more than they did when transported upon 
the former schedule. 

The excuse of the defendants for this extension of 
time was found in the congested conditions at the Union 
Stock Yards. It frequently happens that a thousand and 
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over carloads of stock will be deliverel at the stock 
yards upon a single Monday morning. While the facili- 
ties for moving this stock into the stock yards and un- 
loading it -are extensive, and while the service at the 
stock yards is excellent, its capacity is severely taxed. 
This is largely because Monday has gradually become 
the principal market day, and for this reason the same 
quantity of stock which was formerly handled over two 
or three mornings must now be handled in one. It seems 
that the defendants are correct in their position that 
this change in conditions rendered it necessary to extend 
their time if the stock was to arrive at Chicago in such 
regular order that it could be handled promptly to the 
stock yards. It is of great importance in the conduct 
of this business that the service shall be a dependable 
one. The result of not making the market is often serious 
to the owner and productive in claims for damages upon 
the carrier. The live-stock service from Iowa of these 
defendants is, on the whole, an excellent one, and was 
subjected upon the hearing to no criticism except for the 
longer time now taken. This, as we have seen, is neces- 
sitated by a change in conditions, for which neither the 
carrier nor the shipper appears to be responsible. 

The average rate from fowa points is not far from 
22 cents per 100 pounds, and the average haul approxi- 
mately 300 miles. This is a somewhat longer haul than 
the average of all freight upon the lines of the defend- 
ants, and the result for this reason should be a some- 
what lower rate per ton mile. A rate of 22 cents for a 
distance of 300 miles produces a ton-mile revenue of 
1.47 cents. The Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul has 
filed a statement showing its actual tun-mile ‘receipts 
from this traffic, from which it appears that the average 
haul upon that line for the year 1907 was 306 miles 
and the average receipts 1.41 cents. As compared with 
the above, the average receipts of the defendants from 
all sources are ag follows: 


Mills. 
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It will be seen that the receipts from this live-stock 
traffic are much above the average receipts from all 
sources of all the defendants, being nearly three times 
as great in the case of one defendant. The receipts per 
train mile and per car mile from this livestock traffic 
also far exceed the average train-mile and car-mile re- 
ceipts of the defendants. 


Summing Up of the Case. 


We have, then, this situation. The complainant in- 
sists that these live-stock rates are too high. The de- 
fendants reply that owing to the nature of the traffic, 
which requires a peculiarly expensive service, rates‘ upon 
this business ought to be much higher than the average, 
and that the present rates do not impose upon the 
carriage of live stock a fair share of the transportation 
burden. To this the complainant makes answer that the 
present rates yield returns far in excess of the average 
returns from all sources of the defendants. In the 
Houser case, already referred to, the Wisconsin commis- 
sion undertook to determine the terminal expense and 
the cost of hauling and to fix a fate which would yield 
to the carriers a fair return upon this traffic as com- 
pared with all other kinds of traffic. Admitting that it 
might be possible to obtain information in a single state 
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which would justify some conclusion of, this kind, this 
record contains nothing of the sort. We have only the 
general facts above detailed, 

The interstate rates of this country have not been 
established upon any consistent theory. They are a 
process of growth; they have come into existence under 
the operation of various forces and conditions and are 
not by deliberate design. With these rates we must deal 
as we find them. This Commission has no authority to 
establish general rate schedules. What we take off in 
one place we cannot add in some other. Unless, there- 
fore, the general result of all rates is to yield an undue 
revenue to the carrier, we should not reduce a particular 
rate simply.because we might think, if establishing that 
rate de novo as part of a general scheme, that it ought 
to be somewhat lower or somewhat higher in propor- 
tion to others. The rate attacked must be so out of 
proportion as to be umreasonable or must so discrimi- 
nate as to be undue or must be unlawful for some other 
special reason. 

So, examining the live-stock rates from Iowa to Chi- 
cago, we do not feel that any general reduction should 
be ordered. They are higher than the state rates of 
Illinois and Iowa, and higher than the terminal] rates 
established by the Wisconsin commission from points in 
that state to Milwaukee. Those rates we do not criti- 
cize. They may be entirely just and reasonable, con- 
sidered as a part of the general scheme of rates which 
has been put in effect by the respective commissions 
of those states, but, as just said, we must consider 
the live-stock rates as part of the general scheme of 
interstate rates which is in effect. We do not think 
that any seneral reduction in the rates of these defend- 
ants should be directed at the present time. Most of 
these defendants have been prosperous during the last 
eight years, but the dividends paid have not been ex- 
cessive and their surplus earnings have been invested 
in their properties. Unless prepared to make such gen- 
eral reduction it is difficult to see how we could con- 
sistently reduce these rates in question. Next in im- 
portance to the state of Iowa with its live-stock rates, 
and perhaps even more important than those rates, are 
the charges of these defendants for the transportation of 
grain to Chicago. It can hardly be questioned that under 
present rates grain is considerably better business than 
live stock. If, now, we reduce these live-stock rates, 
upon what principle could we decline to reduce the grain 
rates? The farmer who sends his grain to market instead 
of feeding it upon his farm files his petition with this 
Commission. He alleges that he is in competition with 
his neighbor who fattens live stock for ‘market, in that 
he ships his corn while his neighbor converts the 
product of his field into beef and ships it in that form. 
It is difficult to see how an application of this sort 
could be denied, and the same is true of many other 
rates which might be named. 


Question of Discrimination Considered. 


The complainant urges: that these defendants dis- 
criminate against Iowa in that they voluntarily make 
lower rates from Missouri and Wisconsin. It has been 
already said that these defendants have no right to 
extend more favorable transportation facilities to the 
shippers of one sectidn than they grant to those of 
another unless they can in some manner excuse the 
preference. These defendants do justify the lower rates 
from Missouri and Wisconsin by showing certain com- 
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petitive conditions and certain market conditions which 
have operated to produce the lower rates from these 
other localities. It has been found that these differences 
do exist. We should therefore inquire to what extent 
this discrimination is felt by the Iowa shipper, for. not 
every discrimination is justified, even though there may 
be some fact which tends to excuse it. 

The average value of cattle, hogs and sheep upon 
the Chicago market is not far from $5 per hundred. 
weight, or $100 per ton. The average carload of live 
stock from Iowa weighs about ten tons, giving an average 
value of approximately $1,000 per car. It seems probable 
that the difference in rate against Iowa, in favor of 
Missouri and Wisconsin, would not exceed, on the average, 
$5 per car. Now, it must be plain that a difference of 
$5 in the cost of transporting to market a carload of 
live stock of the value of $1,000 would not dictate the 
locality in which that live stock should be produced. It 
is not meant that this sum is too insignificant to be taken 
into account, for it would mean over one-half million 
dollars annually to the shippers of live stock from Iowa. 
Every shipper is entitled to a reasonable rate, but if the 
rate on live stock cannot for other reasons be pronounced 
excessive, then we do not think that the mere fact that 
the defendants, under stress of competition, have accorded 
to the shippers of Missouri and Wisconsin this advantage 
is a reason why the rate from Iowa should be reduced, 
as it might be if the discrimination were such as to inter- 
fere with the production of live stock in Iowa. That this 
discrimination is not seriously felt best appears from the 
prosperous condition of the live-stock industry in Iowa. 


In Harmony With Texas Case. 


The conclusion here reached is in harmony with our 
conclusion in Cattle Raisers’ Association ef Texas vs. 
Missouri, Kansas & Texas Ry. Co, et al., 11 I. C. C. Rep., 
296. The rates there under consideration were those from 
Texas and the southwest generally to the Missouri river 
markets, St. LouiS and Chicago. The rate from Fort 
Worth to Kansas City may be taken as an illustration. 
That rate in 1897 was 27 cents per 100 pounds, and it had 
been advanced successively to 28 cents, 30 cents, 33% 
cents and 36% cents, the last advance being in 1903. 
The complaint in that case attacked the three last ad- 
vances. The Commission held that the first two advances 
were justifiable, but that the third advance was not, and 
it established a rate from Fort Worth to Kansas City of 
33% cents. The short-line distance from Fort Worth to 
Kansas City is slightly over 500 miles, about the same as 
the distance from Omaha to Chicago, and the rate jis 10 
cents per 100 pounds higher than the rate from Omaha. 

It would not be fair to compare the Fort Worth-Kansas 
City rate with the Omaha-Chicago rate, for the rate from 
Fort Worth was perhaps higher than the average of rates 
under consideration, and the Omaha-Chicago rate is cer- 
tainly lower than the average rate from Iowa, according 
to the distance; but we are confident that the rates from 
Iowa to Chicago are materially lower than those permitted 
in the Cattle Raisers’ case, when the item of distance is 
taken into account. The terminal expenses are the same 
whether the haul is long or short. A very considerable 
part of the cost of handling this live stock from Iowa to 
Chicago consists of gathering up the stock upon branch 
lines and consolidating it into trainloads upon the main 
lines and again distributing the empty cars. This part 
of the service is more expensive in Iowa than in Texas, 
where solid trainloads are often shipped from a single 
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station; but assuming it to be the same,,it is no more 
for the haul of a thousand miles than for that of 300. 
The rates in Iowa have not been advanced for years, 
while the rates from the southwest which we condemned 
represented a third advance within five years. We could 
not consistently, with the principles and conclusions of 
that case, order a general reduction of these live-s.tock 
rates east of the Missouri river. 


Grouping Should Be Revised. 


While, however, we are of the opinion that the general 
level of these live-stock rates from Iowa ought not to be 
reduced, we do think that the grouping should be revised. 
The 23%-cent rate which applies at Omaha is carried for 
150 miles east before the process of grading down to the 
Mississippi river begins. This is too far. There is a 
strip along the Missouri river from 50 to 75 miles in 
width to which this 23%4-cent rate may properly be applied 
as a blanket rate, but after that point is passed we think 
the rate should be gradually reduced toward the east. It 
is this broad group of 23% cents which brings up the 
average Iowa rate, Under a proper grouping the dis- 
crimination in favor of Wisconsin and Missouri which 
these average rates from Iowa now show would be con- 
siderably diminished. 

This was suggested to the defendants upon the argu- 
ment, who insisted that the Commission ought not to deal 
with this question in the present proceeding, since it was 
not fairly presented by the pleadings and had not been 
discussed during the course of the investigation. It would 
seem to be properly before us, since the complaint states 
that these live-stock rates from Iowa are excessive and 
asks that a graded distance tariff be applied; but the 
general question of these groupings was not much dis- 
cussed during the investigation. We shall not, therefore, 
attempt to express any definite opinion at this time upon 
that subject. If the defendants do not suitably revise 
their rates in this respect in the near future we will, 
upon application of the complainant, proceed to inquire 
further into this brahch of the case with a view to mak- 
ing an order. 

Certain packers located at interior Iowa points inter- 
vened in this proceeding, introduced testimony upon the 
trial, and were heard in argument, Their position was 
that to reduce the rates upon live stock from Iowa points 
to Chicago without a corresponding reduction in rate upon 
their product, which was produced from this same Iowa 
live stock, would work to the advantage of the Chicago 
packer. It is evident that the effect of a reduction in live- 
stock rates must be as stated by these interveners. The 
existence of these local packing houses, while not justify- 
ing the imposition of an unreasonable rate upon live 
stock from Iowa to Chicago, is perhaps a fact of some 
significance. It is conceivable that the Iowa commission 
may have established lower state rates upon live stock for 
the purpose of building up these local enterprises. 

An order will be issued directing the defendants to 
establish the same feeding-in-transit privileges in lowa 
which they grant at points west of the Missouri river, and 
the case will be retained for further proceedings if neces- 
sary in reference to grouping. 


Order of the Commission. 


This case being at issue upon complaint and answers 
On file, and having been duly heard and submitted by the 
parties, and full investigation of the matters and things 
involved having been had, and the Commission having, 
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on the date hereof, made and filed a report containing 
its conclusions thereon: 

It is ordered, That the above-named defendant carriers 
be, and they are hereby, notified and required to establish 
and put in force, on or before the ist day of Sept., 1908, 
and maintain in force thereafter during a period of not 
less than two years, and apply to interstate transportation 
of live stock the same feeding-in-transit privileges at 
points in the state of Iowa which they grant at points 
in .the states of, Kansas, Nebraska and other states west 
of the Missouri river. This change may be made effective 
upon three days’ notice to the public and the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, given in the manner required by 
law, and the tariff must contain the notation that it is 
issued under the authority hereby granted, and must refer 
to the title and number of this case. 





Through Rates on Yellow Pine

STAR GRAIN & LUMBER CO. ET AL. 
vs.

Submitted April 15, 1908. Decided June 23, 1908. 

1. The opportunity to buy in a widely extended. 
market is a valuable one to merchants in that it presents 
a larger field for competition and ordinarily offers the 
best quality at the lowest price, and a carrier has no 
right, by refusing through routes and reasonable joint 
rates, to restrict or circumscribe this opportunity. It 
is the duty of common carriers to haul the traffic that 
is offered and to make the necessary arrangements 
and furnish facilities and establish reasonable rates 
therefor, and a carrier is not justified in refusing traffic 
from points on other lines on the ground that such 
traffic would displace in the markets traffic from points 
on its own lines and thus adversely affect its revenues. 

2. In fixing a division between carriers of joint 
rates ordered to be established, section 15 of the act 
implies that it is the duty of the Commission to take 
into consideration all the circumstances, conditions and 
equities fairly affecting their several interests, and pre- 
cludes the idea that the divisions must be adjusted on a 
mileage or any other fixed basis. 

8. Where a carrier not only furnishes local mar- 
kets reached by no other road, but also serves a pro- 
ducing territory ample to supply the needs of those 
markets, no division can in justice be made that does 
not fully protect its revenues, so far as that can be 
done reasonably and without altogether overlooking the 
earnings of its connections or withdrawing from pro- 
ducing shippers or consumers their right to the trans- 
portation service at reasonable rates. 

4. The through routes and joint rates on yellow 
pine lumber heretofore existing are re-established from 
shipping points on the Cotton Belt to local points on 
the Santa Fe system, and the divisions between the 
participating carriers fixed. ,

Report of the Commission. 


HARLAN, Commissioner: . 

This proceeding was instituted by 122 retail lumber 
dealers in Oklahoma, Kansas, Colorado and Missouri, 
with yards located at various local points, as distin- 
guished from junction points, on the lines of the prin- 
cipal defendant, the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe rail- 
way, with the object of securing the restoration of the 
through routes and joint rates on yellow pine lumber 
which for many years had been in effect to such points 
from producing mills in the states of Arkansas, 
Louisiana, Missouri and Texas, located on the lines of 
the co-defendants, the Cotton Belt system, the Kansas 
City Southern, the Missouri Pacific, the Frisco system, 
the Texas & Pacific, and lines connecting therewith. 
The real controversy, however, is between the Santa Fe 
on the one hand and its co-defendants on the other, and 
involves merely the question of the division to be made 
between them of the joint through rates when re- 
established by order of the Commission. 

The through routes and joint rates over the lines 
of the principal defendant and the Missouri Pacific, 
Kansas City Southern and the Frisco system were can- 
“celed out in 1903 and 1904, apparently without much 
protest on the part of the interests by which complaint 
is now made. The joint rates formerly in force from 
points on the Cotton Belt were canceled by that com- 
pany on Oct. 1, 1907, after it had received notice that 
the Santa Fe would no longer consent to the divisions 
theretofore allowed to the Cotton Belt. And the can- 
celation of those rates was the’ special occasion for the 
filing of the complaint. In stating the case we shall, 
therefore, confine ourselves to such facts as relate more 
particularly to the demand of the complainants for the 
restoration of the through routes and joint rates from 
Cotton Belt territory, leaving for separate consideration 
later in the opinion the question of re-establishing 
through routes and joint rates from producing mills 
on the lines of the other defendants. Moreover, we 


shall turn our attention more especially to the question’ 


of the fair division between the two companies of the 
joint rates when re-established. For it is our under- 
standing that the principal defendant entertains no 
serious objection to the restoration of the through routes 
and joint rates in connection with the Cotton Belt. Its 
admissions at the hearing and on the argument made 
it clear that it was insisting simply upon such a division 
of the joint through rates, when again made effective 
from Cotton Belt mills, as would be adequately and 
fairly compensatory for its part of the through service. 


Fundamental Facts in the Case. 


But in case the Commission is laboring under any 
misapprehension as to the attitude of the Santa Fe 
with respect to the restoration of the former through 
routes and joint rates with the Cotton Belt it may be 
well at this point briefly to explain the reasons that 
would impel us to order the restoration even if con- 
tested by the principal defendant: There are two varie- 
ties of yellow pine lumber, one known as long-leaf and 
the other as short-leaf. The long-leaf contains more 
resin and is stronger and harder than the short-leaf 
pine. It is used more largely in general construction 
work, for timbers, joist and large dimension pieces. The 
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short-leaf pine, on the other hand, is lighter in weight 
and softer in quality and, therefore, more easily worked, 
and for those reasons and also because it takes paint 
more satisfactorily is more suitable for flooring, doors, 
shutters, clapboards and other finished work. On ac. 
count of these characteristics it is in greater demand 
than the long-leaf pine at the points where the. com- 
plainants are engaged in business. In the more south- 
ern forests the long-leaf predominates, while the short- 
leaf grows. more abundantly toward the north. Along 
the lines of the Cotton Belt long-leaf and _ short-leaf 
lumber is said-to be manufactured in about equal quan- 
tities. The Santa Fe taps these forests more to the 
south, and the output of long-leaf by the mills on its 
lines is much larger than their output of short-leaf. The 
eancelation of the through rates with the Cotton Belt, 
therefore, resulted in largely restricting the producing 
markets at which the complainants might secure their 
supplies of short-leaf pine. They insist, and the testi- 
mony offered lends some support to their contention, 
that the withdrawal of the joint rates affects them ad- 
versely in that (a) they cannot get elsewhere the kinds 
of lumber formerly obtainable at Cotton Belt mills; (b) 
they cannot get the lumber promptly when wanted, and 
(c) they are compelled to pay higher prices. 

Whether these contentions are well sustained by the 
evidence or not, the claim of the Santa Fe that it can 


supply yellow pine lumber of all grades from producing ' 


mills on its own lines in sufficient quantity to satisfy 
the needs of the complainants is no answer to the de- 
mand of the complainants for the restoration of the 
through routes and joint rates from Cotton Belt points. 
They stand on their right to buy their yellow pine 
lumber, if they so. desire, at producing mills on the 
lines of the Cotton Belt and to ship it to their lumber 
yards at local points on the Santa Fe under reasonable 
joint rates and over through routes. And the question 
is whether the principal defendant may so adjust its 
rates and routes as to close to dealers on its lines all 
access to mills on the Cotton Belt and thus force them 
to secure their lumber supplies from Santa Fe mills. 


Proposition Clearly Untenable. 


It ought not to be necessary to say that the Com- 
mission cannot accept a proposition of that nature as 4 
eorrect principle of transportation. Such matters are 
beyond the legitimate control of carriers. Their duty 
is to haul the traffic that is offered and to make the 
necessary arrangements and furnish the facilities and 
establish reasonable rates therefor. Being common car- 
riers, they must at all times put their facilities at the 
service of the shipping public on reasonable terms. The 
opportunity to buy in a widely extended market is 4 
valuable one to merchants, in that it presents 4 
larger field of competition and ordinarily offers the 
best quality at the lowest price. And a carrier has n0 
right, by refusing through routes and joint rates, to 
restrict or circumscribe this opportunity. Under sec 
tion 1 of the act to regulate commerce as amended, 
carriers are under the general obligation “to establish 
through routes and joint and reasonable rates applicable 
thereto.” If they fail to do so voluntarily, the law lays 
upon the Commission the duty of compelling them to 
do so by appropriate order, whenever complaint has 
been made and a hearing had and it appears that n0 
reasonable or satisfactory through route already exists 
between the points in question. This authority, it may 
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be assumed, was not intended to be exercised upon 
light or unsubstantial grounds, or merely to satisfy the 
whims or fancies of shippers in seeking unusual markets 
in which to purchase their supplies. 

But here is a traffic ready to move in large and 
steady volume from mills which the complainants con- 
tend can supply their requirements more fully and 
promptly and at ,lower prices than mills elsewhere. 
Under such circumstances, whether or not the Santa 
Fe is able from mills on its own lines to supply the 
demands of the complainants is not a pertinent inquiry. 
The complainants have the right to buy their lumber 
supplies in competitive producing markets on the Cotton 
Belt if they find it to their advantage to do so. The 
right of the Cotton Belt mills to have access over 
through routes and upon reasonable joint rates to Santa 
Fe local points is no less clear. Both the dealers and 
the mills may properly look to the carriers serving 
those points of origin and destination to provide the 
facilities and to establish through routes and fair and 
reasonable rates for the movement. We, therefore, hold 
without further discussion that the complainants are 
entitled to the re-establishment of through routes and 
the former joint rates from Cotton Belt territory to the 
points in question in accordance with the prayer of 
their petition. Although the joint rates between the 
points in question were canceled, it does not clearly 
appear that the through routes were ever actually with- 
drawn; there is some indication that occasional ship- 
ments move on through billing under the local rates. 
But without making a technical review of the record, 
in that connection we shall order the re-establishment 
of the through routes and shall limit our further ex- 
amination of the issues to the question of the division 
to be made between the two lines when the joint through 
rates are again made effective under an order of the 
Commission. c 


Division of Through Rate. 


The so-called Cotton Belt system is composed of two 
corporations—the St. Louis Southwestern railway, operat- 
ing about 775 miles of railway in the states of Missouri, 
Arkansas and Louisiana, and the St. Louis Southwestern 
railway of Texas, which operates about 680 miles of 
railway entirely in the state of Texas. The Santa Fe 
system is much larger. Its lines extend from Chicago 
to Galveston on the south, and to Los Angeles and 
San Francisco on the west. It operates in all more 
than 9.000 miles of railway. But in this proceeding we 
are concerned only with that portion of its system that 
extends from Fort Worth, Tex., northward through the 
states of Oklahoma and Kansas into Colorado and Mis- 
souri and reaches the numerous points named in the 
complaint, and with that part of the system south of 
Fort Worth which taps the yellow pine lumber forests 
of eastern Texas and western Louisiana. 

Fort Worth is the junction point between the two 
lines, and the question immediately before us for solu- 
tion is what division of the joint rates should be re- 
ceived by the Cotton Belt for hauling the lumber from 
mills on its line to Fort Worth and by the Santa Fe 
for taking the lumber at that point and hauling it to 
the local points on its line where the complainants are 
engaged in business? 

The yellow pine mills on the Cotton Belt are in 
Southern Arkansas, northern Louisiana and. eastern 
Texas. Their output is said to have amounted in 1906 
to 608,000,000 feet and in 1907 to 460,000,000 feet. Such 
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part of this lumber as went over the lines of the Santa 
Fe was received by it from the Cotton Belt at Fort 
Worth. The movement was not analyzed by any witness 
for the Cotton Belt with a view to ascertaining with 
exactness the fair average haul by that line to Fort 
Worth, but it was estimated at 310 miles, that being 
the mileage from the mills at Lufkin, which is said 
to be a fairly typical point of origin. A statement pre- 


pared and offered in evidence by the statistician of the 


Santa Fe system analyzes the actual movement of 680 
carloads of yellow pine lumber received by it from the 
Cotton Belt at Fort Worth during the period from July 
to Oct., 1907, and shows the average haul by the 
Cotton Belt to have been only 282 miles. For the pur- 
poses of the case we shall accept 300 miles as the fair 
average. 

There is no showing in the record as to what may 
be considered a fair average haul by the Santa Fe 
system from Fort Worth to its various local consuming 
points. The distance from Fort Worth of the points at 
which the complainants are engaged in business varies 
from 87 miles to Marietta, in the state of Oklahoma, to 
772 miles to Baring, in the state of Missouri. The most 
distant point in Oklahoma seems to be Ramona, 487 
miles from Fort Worth. The distance to Kansas City 
is 609 miles. There are no such hauls by the Cotton 
Belt, even if we include the mileage of the tap lines 
or lumber roads to which reference is made here- 
after; and we may fairly conclude that the average 
haul by the Santa Fe is materially longer than by the 
Cotton Belt. 

Santa Fe Builds Lumber Line. 


But the problem of arriving at a just solution of 
the question of divisions between the two roads is 
complicated by the fact that the Santa Fe at very large 
expense has extended its lines into the timber country 
of eastern Texas and western Louisiana for the purpose 
of marketing the output of the great yellow pine forests 
in that section and of creating a source of supply to 
meet the demands of these complainants and other deal- 
ers and consumers along its line. Starting at Somer- 
ville, Texas, a point about 200 miles south of Fort 
Worth on its direct line to Galveston, the Gulf, Colo- 
rado & Santa Fe extends practically due east to Silsbee 
on a line from 100 to 150 miles south of the Cotton 
Belt’s line; from Silsbee a branch line extends south 
about 20 miles to the oil fields adjacent to Beaumont, and 
another branch to the north about 120 miles through the 
heavy timber regions of eastern Texas to a place called 
Center. This branch passes through the.Santa Fe’s short- 
leaf territory and within 25 miles of the terminus of the 
Lufkin division of the Cotton Belt. The Cotton Belt, there- 
fore, not only taps the same lumber country that is 
reached by the eastern Texas line of the Santa Fe, but at 
one point closely approaches the line itself. From Kirby- 
ville, on the Santa Fe line to Center, another branch 
road extends east into the yellow pine lumber forests of 
southwestern Louisiana. 

It thus appears that by the re-establishment of the 
through routes and joint rates from producing points 
on the Cotton Belt to local points on the Santa Fe, the 
former will be enabled to come into direct and im- 
mediate competition with the Santa Fe and to take a 
large share of the lumber traffic from these highly com- 
petitive yellow pine regions, in which the Santa Fe is 
an aggressive factor, to wholly non-competitive local 
points which otherwise would be supplied by the Santa 
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Fe alone on a long haul from its own mills. 


While that 
fact cannot withdraw from the complainants or the 
Cotton Belt mills the right to have through routes and 
reasonable joint rates to Santa Fe local points, never- 
theless when we come to a consideration of the division 
of the joint rates between the two carriers strong 
equitable considerations arise in favor of the Santa Fe. 


This equity becomes particularly strong when the 
through rates demanded and established under the com- 
pulsory order of the Commission are to local points 
reached only by the Santa Fe system. 


Must Regard Santa Fe Interests. 


The authority of the Commission with respect to 
fixing the divisions of joint through rates ordered by it 
to be established is found in section 15 of the act, the 
language of which is as follows: 

Whenever the carrier or carriers, in obedience to such order 
of the Commission or otherwise, in respect to joint rates, fares 
or charges, shall fail to agree among themselves upon the ap- 
portionment or division: thereof, the Commission may, after 
hearing, make a supplemental order prescribing the just and 
reasonable proportion of such joint rate to be received by each 
carrier party thereto. 

The phrase “the just and reasonable proportion of 
such joint rate to be received by each carrier” neces- 
sarily implies that it is the duty of the Commission in 
fixing divisions to take into consideration all the cir- 
cumstances, conditions and equities that are necessary 
to arrive at what is a fair and proper adjustment of 
the situation as between the two roads, and precludes 
the idea that joint rates must be divided between the 
participating carriers on a mileage or any other fixed 
basis. And in view of the fact that the Santa Fe not 
only reaches these lumber forests of southern Texas, 
but also furnishes the local market which the Cotton 
Belt desires to reach, every consideration of justice 
seems to require that no division should be made that 
does not fully protect the revenues of the Santa Fe, so 
far as that can be done reasonably and without alto- 
gether overlooking the earnings of the Cotton Belt or 
withdrawing from these complainants their right to have 
access to the mills on the Cotton Belt. 
ection upon such considerations, and after a very care- 
‘ful examination of the whole record, we have arrived at 
the conclusion that out of the joint rates ordered to be 
re-established 10 cents per 100 pounds will be a just and 
reasonable proportion to the Cotton Belt for the haul 
from mills on its line to Fort Worth, and that is the 
division which we now fix. 

The rates formerly in effect vary from 23 cents to 
34 cents per 100 pounds. The 26-cent rate applied to 
central Missouri points and involved a haul nearly 800 
miles from Fort Worth. The 33-cent rate extended as 
far west as Denver, Pueblo and Trinidad, in the state of 
Colorado. This also involved a very long haul. The 
division which the Santa Fe will get under the adjust- 
ment now made of the joint rates when restored will 
afford it reasonable earnings per ton per mile, but not in 
excess of an equitable share when all the circumstances 
shown of record are taken into consideration. On the 
other hand, the division of 10 cents per 100 pounds 
allowed to the Cotton Belt will yield it, on the basis 
of 300 miles, which seems to be a fair average haul, a 
revenue of 6.6 mills per ton per mile, which is in excess 
of its revenue under lumber rates which it now has in 
effect between various points where the movement is 
heavy. 
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An examination of the records of the Commission 
discloses that the earnings of the Cotton Belt on lumber, 
under a rate of 16 cents, from Lufkin to Cairo, a dis. 
tance of 639 miles over its own rails, are but 5 mills per 
ton per mile, and from the same point on its own rails 
to St. Lovis, 782 miles, at 18 cents per 100 pounds, the 
e4qrnings v2: ton per mile are but 4.6 mills. From cther 
producing points along its line to Cairo the earnings per 
ton per mile vary from 5 mills to a little over 1 cent. 
These are local hauls on its own rails, and its per ton 
mile earnings would properly be higher than for hauls 
of as long a distance in connection with another line, as 
is the case with this Santa Fe traffic through Fort 
Worth. Under the arrangement in effect between the 
two lines immediately prior to the cancelation of their 
through routes and joint rates for this traffic, the Cot- 
ton Belt and its connections, including the tap lines, re- 
ceived 40 per cent of the joint rates upon the under- 
standing that the division south of Fort Worth should in 
no case be less than 10 cents per 100 pounds. Out of 
these earnings south of Fort Worth the Cotton Belt paid 
to the tap lines from which it received the lumber from 
2 cents to 6 cents per 100 pounds for hauls varying 
from practically nothing to 150 or more miles, leaving 
net earnings to the Cotton Belt as low as 4 cents to 8 
cents for its haul to Fort Worth. By excluding the tap 
lines from participating in the rate the net revenues of 
the Cotton Belt under this division will be largely in- 
creased. It may be well to add that in fixing this di- 
vision we have not lost sight of the fact that the Cot- 
ton Belt, being the initial carrier, ordinarily furnishes 
the cars for this traffic. 

The division here fixed is for the haul to Fort 
Worth from mill points on the rails of the Cotton Belt 
and its subsidiary line, the Eastern Texas railroad, 
which is a party defendant hereto. But it is not to be 
understood as including any allowance to the so-called 
tap lines. These companies are not parties to this pro- 
ceeding and for that reason no order affecting them, 
or fixing a rate for any services claimed to be per- 
formed by them, can properly be entered. Moreover, 
even if they were parties to the complaint, the record 
contains no testimony that would enable us intelligently 
to extend to them any portion of this division for the 
haul south of Fort Worth. In addition it appears that 
most if not all of these tap lines are owned by the mills 
which they serve. And we are not willing without 
further information to~ give any recognition to their 
right to receive from the regular carriers any allowance 
out of the published rates for hauling logs from the 
forests to the mills by which the tap lines are owned. 
The standard lines receive the sawed lumber at the 
mills amd haul it to consuming destinations. For this 
service they are entitled to their published rates. But 
on this record we are not satisfied of their right to 
share the rates with the tap or tram lines for their 
alleged service, in connection with the through trans 
portation. 

Tap Lines to Be Investigated. 


It is the purpose of the Commission to make an it- 
vestigation of these tap lines and the character of the 
transportation which they conduct. The case will be 
held open for that purpose and all questions as to their 
right to participate in these rates will be reserved for 
further consideration. For the present we hold that 10 
such right has been shown. The record fails also to 
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supply sufficient information to enable us to determine 
what division of the joint rates should be made to the 
Louisiana & Arkansas railway, the Louisiana Railway & 
Navigation Co,, the Vicksburg, Shreveport & Pacific rail- 
road, and other standard rail connections of the Cotton 
Belt, which are parties defendant in this proceeding. 
Upon the principles here laid down it ought not to be 
difficult for the carriers to arrive at some satisfactory 
agreement among themselves as to the division to be 
made to such lines.. In case they fail to do so with 
reasonable promptness the Commission will undertake, 
after further investigation, to fix the divisions to be 
allowed to them. 

Through routes and joint rates are still in effect 
from mill points on the lines of the Texas & Pacific, 
but the rates and routes formerly in effect from mill 
points on connections of the Texas & Pacific were also 
canceled on Oct. 1, 1907, and the complainants also ask 
for their restoration. We do not find in the record, 
however, sufficient information upon which to base any 
general order in that behalf, although the question had 
some consideration in Gentry vs. Atchison, Topeka & 
Santa Fe Ry. Co., 13 IL C. C. Rep., 171, with respect to 
the restoration of through routes and joint rates be- 
tween the points there involved. No order will, however, 


be entered in this proceeding at this time, but that ~ 


phase of the controversy will be left open for further 
consideration upon motion of any complainant interested 
in the reopening of those markets. Nor are we pre- 
pared on the record as made to enter an order re-estab- 
lishing the through routes and joint rates from points 
on the Iron Mountain and Frisco systems, which were 
canceled during the years 1903 and 1904, without com- 
plaint, so far as the record discloses. Upon further rep- 
resentations in that behalf by any of the complainants 
hereto the matter of restoring those through routes and 
joint rates will have further consideration. 

The restoration of the through routes and joint rates 
formerly in force over the lines of the principal de- 
fendant in connection with the Kansas City Southern, 
and which were canceled in 1904, was definitely and 
strongly opposed by the Santa Fe. The two lines meet 
at De Ridder, an important mill point in the heavy 
yellow pine timber district of western Louisiana. To 
require the restoration of through routes from De Ridder 
over the Kansas City Southern would give to that com- 
pany a very long haul and to the Santa Fe a very short 
haul from the junctions of the two roads at Pittsburg 
and Kansas City. While this fact of itself is not suf- 
ficient to withdraw from the complainants the right to 
have through routes and joint rates from mills on the 
Kansas City Southern that cannot now reach the Santa 
Fe lines, and certainly cannot deprive the complainants 
of the right to through routes from mills on the Kansas 
City Southern farther to the north, nevertheless the 
general physical proximity of the two lines suggests that 
action ought not to be taken either with respect to the 
restoration of the same joint rates that formerly existed 
or with respect to fixing the divisions except upon a 
more convincing record than that now before us. Those 
questions are, therefore, reserved for further considera- 
tion on the application of any complainant interested in 
reopening the through routes over that line. 

An order will be entered accordingly. 


Order of the Commission, 


This case being at issue upon complaint and answers 
on file, and having been duly heard and submitted by 
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the parties, and full investigation of the matters and 
things involved having been made, and the Commission 
having on the date hereof made and filed a report con- 
taining its, conclusions thereon: 

It is ordered, That the defendants, the Atchison, 
Topeka & Santa Fe railway, the Gulf, Colorado & Santa 
Fe railway, the St. Louis Southwestern railway, the St. 
Louis Southwestern railway of Texas, and the Eastern 
Texas railroad be, and they are hereby, notified and re- 
quired to establish, on or before the ist day of Sept., 
1908, and for a period of at least two years thereafter 
maintain, through routes for the transportation of yel- 
low pine lumber in carloads from originating points on 
the lines of the said St. Louis Southwestern railway, the 
St. Louis Southwestern railway of Texas, and the Hast- 
ern Texas railroad, via Fort Worth to the following local 
points on the lines of the said Atchison, Topeka & Santa 
Fe railway and the said Gulf, Colorado & Santa Fe rail- 
way, in the states of Oklahoma, Kansas, Colorado and 
Missouri:

Report of the Commission. 
PROUTY, Commissioner: 


This case was heard with Montgomery Freight 
Bureau vs. Western Railway of Alabama et al., supra. 
It involves rates from Montgomery to points upon the 
line of the Southern railway in Mississippi west of West 
Point. 

The Mobile & Ohio railroad extends from Mont- 
gomery to West Point, where it connects with the South- 
ern railway in Mississippi. These two lines make joint 
rates for the transportation of fertilizer from Mont- 
gomery to the various stations upon the Southern rail- 
way west of West Point. 

The distance from Montgomery to West Point is 
197 miles; the rate $1.60 per ton. The combination of 
this rate with the Mississippi local to stations west of 
West Point made a lower rate than the joint through 
rates established by the defendants, and this was the 
ground upon which the reasonableness of those rates 
was attacked. The defendants conceded upon the hear- 
ing that the rates which were in effect at the time 
of the filing of the petition were not reasonable and 
stated that by tariff effective May 13, 1908, other rates 
had been established which were believed to be lawful. 
Below is given a table showing, in dollars and cents per 
ton, rates in effect from Montgomery to the various 
stations named, being those in controversy, at the time 
of the filing of the complaint and at the present time, 
and also showing the rates which could be formed by 
combining the rate from Montgomery to West Point 
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with the Mississippi local rate from West Point to desti- 
nation:

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The distance from Montgomery to West Point, as 
above noted, is nearly 200 miles, the rate $1.60. This 
rate is lower than that imposed by most of the state 
commissions in the south, and lower in proportion to 
the distance than the rate from Montgomery to Meridian, 
approved in the preceding case. In our opinion, some- 
thing rather in excess of the combination of this rate 
and the Mississippi locals should be allowed to the 
nearer points upon the line of the Southern. The rates 
which have been established and are now in effect seem 
to us to be just and reasonable at Grady and all stations 
beyond, but up to Grady these rates should be some 
what less. In our opinion, the rates from Montgomery 
to the various stations named which were in effect at 
the time of the filing of the complaint were excessive. 
We find that the following rates per ton would be just 
and reasonable rates to be maintained by the defendants 
for the future:

The facts are stated in the opinion. 
GROSSCUP, Circuit Judge, delivered the opinion: 


The writ of error is to the judgment and sentence of 
the District court, fining plaintiff in error in the sum of 
$29,240,000, upon a verdict of guilty upon 1,462 counts of 
an indictment, each charging plaintiff in error with hav- 
ing, on a date mentioned within ihe period from Sept, 1, 
1903, to March 1, 1905, unlawfully and knowingly accepted 
and received from the Chicago & Alton railway company 
a concession in respect of the transportation of certain 
property of plaintiff in error therein mentioned, in inter- 
state commerce, whereby such property was transported, 
in such interstate commerce, at a rate less than that 
named in the tariffs published and filed by raid railway 
company, as required by the act to regulate commerce 
and the acts amendatory thereof. 

The indictment is based upon section 1 of the act ap- 
proved Feb. 19, 1903, formerly known as the Elkins Act, 
wherein it was provided “that it shall be unlawful for 
any person, persons or corporation, to offer, grant or give, 
or to solicit, accept or receive any rebate, concession or 
discrimination in respect of the transportation of any 
property in interstate or foreign commerce, * * * 
whereby any such property shall, by any device whatever, 
be transported at a less rate than that named in the tariffs 
published and filed by such carrier, as is required Hy said 
act to regulate commerce and the acts amendatory 
thereto, or whereby any other advantage is given, or dis- 
crimination is practiced Every person or corporation 
who shall offer, grant or give, or solicit, accept or receive 
any such rebates, concession or discrimination shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and on _ conviction 
thereof shall be punished by a fine of not less than $1,000 
or more than $20,000.” The fine actually imposed was the 
maximum penalty provided. 

The provision of the interstate commerce act relating 
to the publishing and filing of rates is as follows: 

Sec, 6. That every common carrier subject to the 
provisions of this act shall print and keep open to public 
inspection schedules showing the rates, and fares and 
charges for the transportation of passengers and prop- 
erty which any such common carrier has established and 
which are in force at the time upon its route. The sched- 
wes printed as aforesaid by any such common carrier 
Shall plainly state the places upon its railroad between 
which property and passengers will be carried, and shall 


contain the classification of freight in force, and shall also 
State separately the terminal charges and any rules or 
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regulations which in any wise change, affect or determine 
any part or the aggregate of such aforesaid rates, fares 


and charges. Such schedules shall be plainly printed in 
large type and copies for the use of the public shall be 
posted in two public and conspicuous places in every 
depot, station or office of such carrier where passengers 
or freight, respectively, are received for transportation, 
in such form that they shall be aueesemnes to the public 
and can be conveniently inspected. * 

And when any such common carrier shall have estab- 
lished and published its rates, fares and charges, in com- 
pliance with the provisions of this section, it shall be un- 
lawful for such common carrier to charge, demand, collect 
or receive from any person or persons a greater or less 
compensation for the transportation of passengers or prop- 
erty, or for any services in connection therewith, than is 
specified in such published schedules of rates, fares and 
charges as may at the time be in force. 

Every common carrier subject to the provisions of this 
act shall file with the Commission hereinafter provided 
for, copies of its schedules of rates, fares and charges 
which have been established and published in compliance 
with the requirements of this section, and shall promptly 
notify said Commission of all changes made in the same. 
Every such common carrier shall also file with said Com- 
mission copies of all contracts, agreements or arrange- 
ments with other common carriers, in relation to any 
traffic affected by the provisions of this act, to which 
it may be a party. And in cases where passengers and 
freight pass ovér continuous lines or routes operated by 
more than one common carrier, and the several common 
earriers operating such lines or routes establish joint 
tariffs of rates, or fares, or charges for such continuous 
lines or routes, copies of such joint tariffs shall also, in 
like manner, be filed with said Commission. Such joint 
rates, fares and charges on such continuous lines, so filed 
as aforesaid, shall be made public by such common car- 
riers when directed by said Commission, in so far as may, 
in the judgment of the Commission, be deemed practica- 
ble; and said Commission shall from time to time pre- 
scribe the measure of publicity which shall be given to 
such rates, fares and charges, or to such part of them 
as it may deem it practicable for such common carriers 
to publish, and the places at which they shall be published. 
(25 Stat., 855; 3 U. S. Compiled Stat., 3156; 3 Fed. Stat. 
Annotated, 827-9.) 

Each count of the indictment is based upon a carload 
of petroleum and products of petroleum, irrespective of 
the number of pounds carried by such car (in some cases 
30,000 pounds, in other cases 80,000 pounds), and irrespec- 
tive also of whether the car constituted the whole or a 
part only of an actual shipment—the plaintiff in error 
being convicted of as many offenses as there were car- 
loads, although each carload was in some instances but 
one only, in a number of carloads that made up the ship- 
ment. E 

From, 1 to 885 inclusive, the counts charge, that during 
the period covered by the shipment the said Chicago & 
Alton railway company, as required by law, kept open for 
public inspection at Whiting and Chappell, its printed 
tariffs and schedules then in force upon its route; and, 
as required by law, filed copies of such tariffs and sched- 
ules with the Interstate Commerce Commission; which 
tariffs and schedules, so published and filed, showed the 
rate for the transportation of petroleum and products of 
petroleum, in carload lots, from Whiting, Ind., to East St. 
Louis, Ill., to be 18 cents per 100 pounds, all of which was 
well known to the plaintiff in error; but that said railroad 
company, at the request and on account of said plaintiff 


in error, did unlawfully engage in the transportation in 
interstate commerce from Whiting to St. Louis, of the 
property named, at a total rate and charge to said plaintiff 
in error, for such transportation, of 6 cents for each 100 
pounds, under a common arrangement between: the said 
railway company and the Chicago Terminal Transfer rail- 
road company, for continuous carriage and shipment of 
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such property from Whiting to East St. Louis; wherefore 
the plaintiff in error unlawfully did knowingly accept and 
receive from said railway company the concession named. 
The remaining counts of the indictment from 889 to 1,903 
inclusive, are in the same form as the previous counts 
(except as to the dates, weight, description of property, 
number of car and the like) with this exception, that the 
transportation was charged to be from Chappell, in Illi- 
nois, to St. Louis, in the state of Missouri—the published 
tariff being charged to be-19% cents per 100 pounds, and 
the total rate and charge to plaintiff in error being 7% 
cents for each 100 pounds. 

There are 169 assignments of error, taking up seventy- 
six pages of the printed record. In view of the conclusion, 
however, ‘to which we have come, it is unnecessary to 
review many of these assignments—the ones reviewed 
covering all the propositions of law that we deem es- 
sential to the guidance of the District court in the 
event of a second trial. Comprehensively ‘stated, the as- 
signments of error that we shall review relate: 

First: To the view adopted by the trial court, carried 
out in its rulings on the-admission and exclusion of evi- 
dence, and embodied in its charge to the jury, that a 
shipper can be convicted of accepting a concession from 
the lawful published rate, even though it is not shown, 
as bearing on the matter of intent, that the shipper, at 
the time of accepting such concession, knew what the law- 
ful published rate actually was. 

Secondly: To the view adopted by the trial] court 
that the number of offenses is the number of carloads 
of property transported, irrespective of whether each car- 
load constituted the whole or a part only of a single 
transaction resulting in a shipment; and, 

Thirdly: Whether, in the imposition of the fine 
named, the trial court abused the discretion vested in 
the court. 

We shall take up these subjects in the order stated, 
the first being whether a shipper can, without error, be 
convicted of accepting a concession from the lawful pub- 
lished rate, even though it is not shown, as bearing on 
the matter of intent, that the shipper, at the time of 
accepting such concession, knew what the lawful pub- 
lished rate actually was—a view of the law that is em- 
bodied in the charge and carried out in the ruling ex- 
cluding certain proffered testimony, including that of one 
Edward Bogardus, who, being in absolute charge of the 
traffic affairs of plaintiff in error during the period cov- 
ered by the transactions, offered to testify that during 
that period he did not know anything about an 18-cent 
rate over the Alton railroad; that his attention had never 
been called to any such rate by any person, or by the 
examination of any document; and that it was his un- 
derstanding and belief, based on what he was told by one 
Hollands, tariff clerk for the Alton railroad, that the rate 
over the Alton road was 6 cents, and that such rate had 
been filed with the Interstate Commerce Commission. 

Hollands, who was called by the government, had 
previously testified that he had no recollection of telling 
Bogardus that the 6-cent rate (a commodity rate) had 
been filed with the Interstate Commerce Commission. But 
answering on his voir dire, the jury being excused, Hol- 
lands further stated that he regarded 6 cents per 100 
pounds as the oil rate between Whiting and East St. 
Louis; that he regarded a certain application sheet, which 
covered Whiting at Chicago rates, and the sheet for Chi- 
cago, taken together, as showing a 6-cent commodity 
rate; that whenever he spoke of a rate on this com- 
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modity between Whiting and Bast St. Louis he had in 
mind those papers; and that if he had been asked by 
Bogardus or anybody else whether there was a rate be. 
tween Whiting and East St. Louis he would have an. 
swered that there was, and that it was filed, and that 
such rate was 6 cents; which evidence thus proffered: was 
excluded by the court, for the sole reason thyt, as a mat- 
ter of fact, as the court (not the jury) found the fact 
to be, the application sheet containing this 6-cent com. 
modity rate had not been filed with the Interstate Com. 
merce Commission. Had the court found, as a fact, that 
that sheet had been so filed or, submitting that question 
to the jury, had the jury found that that sheet had been 
so filed, the 6-cent rate given to Bogardus admittedly 
would have been the lawful published rate, 

In addition to this, Bogardus was offered as a witness 
to prove that a tariff prescribing a rate of 6% cents per 
100 pounds from Whiting to Hast St. Louis was issued 
by the Chicago & Eastern [Illinois railroad company, a 
competing line, Oct. 9, 1895, and filed with the Interstate 
Commerce Commission Oct. 11, 1895; that such tariff sheet 
was among the tariff files in possession of the plaintiff in 
error; that plaintiff in error, during the period named, 
shipped thereunder a large number of cars of petroleum 
and its products from Whiting to East St, Louis over the 
Eastern Illinois, at said rate; and that such rate of 6% 
cents was equivalent, to the shipper, of the rate of 6 
cents over the Alton, owing to a 4-cent terminal charges, 
all of which evidence was excluded, as also the offer of 
the tariff sheet itself, produced from the files of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission, and an amendment 
thereto filed in April, 1903. 

The relation between the action of the trial court in 
thus excluding this evidence, and the charge of the court 
on the subject of knowledge, is apparent. 
bodied in the charge is as follows: 


The view em- 


The indictment alleges that the defendant accepted 
the concession knowingly. To sustain this averment the 
proof need not establish that the defendant had actual 
knowledge of the lawful rate. It was the duty of the 
defendant to diligently endeavor in good faith to get from 
the Chicago & Alton company the lawful rate by apply- 
ing to the Alton company at one of its freight or traffic 
offices or depots. In making this endeavor the defendant 
is presumed to have known that the railway company 
would be guilty of a misdemeanor if it gave the de 
fendant a rate on interstate traffic which was not set down 
on paper, and a copy of the schedule filed with the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission. The defendant must also 
be presumed to have known that the defendant would be 
guilty of a misdemeanor if it accepted a rate for the 
transportation of property in interstate commerce which 
was lower than a rate thus published at a railway station 
or traffic office and filed with the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. 

The defendant must be held to have known that which 
this diligent endeavor would have enabled it to find. out. 
Therefore, if you believe from the evidence beyond a 
reasonable doubt that such endeavor on the part of the 
defendant would have enabled it to ascertain the lawful 
rate as I have defined lawful rate to you in these instruc- 
tions, and that the defendant did not make the endeavor 
in good faith, such failure on defendant’s part will not 
excuse defendant, and you will find it guilty on those 
counts of the indictment, if any, which under these in- 
structions you find sustained by the evidence. 


Of course if this view of the law is sound, the action 
of the court, in its rulings on the evidence offered, as well 
as its charge, is without error; for if it was not incumbent 
on the government to establish, before a shipper can be 
held guilty of accepting a concession from the lawful pub- 
lished rate, that the shipper had knowledge of what the 
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lawful published rate was—if the plaintiff in error, in the 
transactions before us, was bound, at its peril, first to 
successfully disentangle the Alton’s confused tariff 
sheets and then correctly to interpret them—the evidence 
excluded could have had little determinative weight in 
any judgment of the jury upon the guilt or innocence of 
the shipper. But if, on the contrary, it is necessary to 
a conviction of a shipper of accepting a concession from 
the lawful published rate, that it should first be shown, 
as bearing on intent, that the shipper knew what the law- 
ful published rate was, the evidence offered and excluded 
clearly relates to the fact of such knowledge and was 
erroneously excluded, because the plaintiff in error was 
thereby deprived of its right to have the judgment, not 
of the court alone, but of the jury as to whether the 
plaintiff in error actually had such knowledge as charged 
him with an intent to violate the law. Indeed the whole 
question is the fundamental one of whether a shipper is 
guilty, under the Interstate Commerce Act, of having ac- 
cepted a rate less than the lawful published rate, even 
though he does not know, at the time, that the rate ac- 
cepted was in fact less than the published rate, thereby 
having no intent to violate the law; or, as the Supreme 
court stated the question in Armour Packing Co. vs. 
United States (decided March 16, 1908) whether ‘“ship- 
pers who pay a rate under the honest belief that it is the 
lawful published rate, when in fact it is not, are liable 
under the statute, because of a duty resting on them to 
inform themselves as to the existence of the elements 
essential to establish a rate as required by law.” 

The trial‘ court was doubtless influenced.by judicial 
holdings in cases under statutes against smuggling, the 
sale of liquors to minors, and other cases arising out of 
fiscal and police regulations, for the mere violation of 
which, irrespective of the motive or intent, certain pen- 
alties are enforced (Vol. Greenleaf on Evidence, Sec. 21; 
1 Wharton Crim. Law, 10 Ed. Sec, 23. a; U. S. vs. Bayard, 
16 Fed. 376, and other cases cited); and thus influenced, 
proceeded on the view that if the shipper can, by diligent 
endeavor, decipher out of the tariff sheets, no matter how 
entangled or confused they may be, a rate that a court. 
upon subsequent investigation, no matter how close the 
question thus raised may be, determines to be the lawful 
published tariff rate, under all the circumstances named, 
the shipper may not plead that under information from 
the carrier, or any other investigation short of diligent 
research on his own account, he mistook another rate to 
be the lawful published rate—may not plead that he had 
no intent to violate the law. 


In this interpretation of the interstate commerce law, 
so far as it relates to shippers, we cannot concur. The 
cases cited by the government, such as those requiring 
liquor sellers, at their peril, to know whether the person 
to whom a drink is sold, is a minor or within the prohibi- 
tions of the act or not, are not controlling, nor very per- 
suasive. The Interstate Commerce Act was intended to 
promote, not to restrain trade and commerce—to secure 
fair dealing in commerce through uniformity, not to put 
obstruetions in the way of commerce. (Texas & Pacific 
R. R. vs, Interstate Commerce Com., 162 U. S. 197.) Surely 
the farmer who brings his produce to town to be shipped 
to the city markets, or the small merchant shipping to 
the country, or the householder who ships his furniture, 
when changing his residence, were not meant by the in- 
terstate commerce law to be guilty of having accepted a 
concession, merely because they took the word of the 
carrier or his agent as to what'the rate was, accepting 
such rate stated in the honest belief that it was in fact 
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the regularly established rate. In this respect the ship- 
per and the carrier stand on different ground. The carrier 
is required by a separate provision of the law to establish 
and publish rates (section 6) and is forbidden to charge 
or collect from the shipper a rate greater or less than 
such established and published rate; and as to the carrier, 
the doctrine laid down by Wharton and by Judge Cooley 
in Barker vs. People, 37 Mich. 4, that ignorance of the fact 
is no defense is perhaps applicable; for the carrier having 
established and filed the rate, can very justly be denied 
the right to plead that he overlooked or forgot the rate 
that he has thus knowingly established and filed. But is 
the ordinary shipper, under any reasonable view of the 
situation to which the law relates, thus bound—bound at 
his peril, under this law intended to promote commerce, 
to cipher out before he can safely put anything that he 
has into commerce, all the confusing papers and figures 
that generally make up the tariff sheet? Plainly not, it 
seems to us. As to him, the language of Bishop (ist 
Bishop New Criminal Law, Sec. 286) seems sound, that 
“it is never right to punish a man for walking circum- 
spectly in the path which appears to be laid down by the 
law, even though some fact which he is unable to discover 
renders the appearance false. And for the government, 
whether by legislation or by judicial] decree, to inflict in- 
justice on'‘a subject, is to injure itself more than its vic- 
tim. And the court should, in all circumstances, so in- 
terpret both the common law and the statutes as to avoid 
this wrong;” and though it is true that large shij(pers 
like the plaintiff in error do not usually take the word of 
the carrier as to what the rate is, but examine for them- 
selves the tariff sheets, and have all the knowledge that 
is necessary to an intelligent examination, from which ft 
might easily follow, as a matter bearing wholly on the 
weight of the evidence, that professions of ignorance upon 
the part of such shipper would stand on a different plane 
of credibility from a plea of ignorance put forward by 
the ordinary shipper, it does not, on that account, follow 
that the ultimate question of intent, to be submitted to 
the jury, is not the same whether the shipper be a large 
one or a small one; for the law is the same for all ship- 
pers, and the duty devolving on the government is thé 
Same, viz.: that before conviction there must be proof of 
all the facts upon which the shipper’s offense is predicated. 
This view of what is essential to constitute the offense 
makes it plain that the trial court was in error, as a mat- 
ter of law, in the application, to the case of a shipper, 
of the principles that the trial court applied to this case. 
And this error is made all the plainer, lifting it from what 
might otherwise be considered a mere technical error, to 
the level of a real substantial error, when the exact nature 
of the so-called tariffs published and filed, relied upon by 
the government as the lawful rate, are scrutinized; and 
when the rate that the trial court deciphered out of these 
papers is compared with admitted rates on other roads for 
the same products, and with the admitted rates on the 
same road for like products. The tariff sheet relied upon 
as the lawful published rate filed with the Interstate Com. 
merce Commissioner, is tariff sheet No. 24 of the Chicago, 
& St. Louis Traffic association; and the first thing to be 
noted is that this tariff sheet No, 24 makes no reference, 
by name, to petroleum or the products of petroleum. On 
the face of that tariff sheet, no 18-cent rate for petroleum 
or the products of petroleum appears. The 18-cent rate 
was only arrived at by a process of circumlocution; that 
is to say, on the face of these tariff sheets there was 
found the printed line: “Governed by Illinois classifica- 


tion except as noted herein;” then by turning to a classi- 
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fication adopted by the railroad and warehouse commis- 
sion of Illinois, Sept. 7, 1899, it was found that petroleum 
and its products were set down in the “fifth” class; and 
then by turning back to tariff sheet No. 24, it was found 
that the rate set down for the “fifth class” was 18 cents 
per 100 pounds. And so, out of this process of reference 
and cross reference, the lawful published rate was evolved 
by the trial court to be 18 cents, not because it so ap- 
peared on the face of the tariff sheets, but because by 
reference to other sheets—sheets fixing, not rates, but 
classification, and that not by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission or the carrier, but by the Illinois railway 
commission—it could be so figured out. 


Now, many nice judicial questions are raised in this 
case, upon the -accuracy and validity of the results thus 
arrived at. Tariff schedule No, 24, for instance, with the 
words thereon printed, “Governed by Illinois classifica- 
tion,” took effect May 15, 1899. The Illinois classification, 
that the government relies upon as adoption by reference, 
was not adopted until nearly four months afterward, to 
wit, Sept. 7, 1899. No proof is in the record either of the 
terms or the existence of any Illinois classification as of 
May 15, 1899, the time the tariff sheet was filed. Do 
the words, “Governed by Illinois classification” refer to a 
classification presently in existence—the. classification in 
existence when the tariff was filed? If so, the proof fails, 
for no such classification is shown. Are the words to be 
interpreted as if they read governed by Illinois classifica- 
tion “as from time to time that classification may be 
changed?” If so, it is only because words not expressed 
are to be judiciously imported into the face of this tariff 
sheet—the clause to be so enlarged by judicial interpreta. 
tion, that it would be thereafter within the power of state 
commissions, at any time, through changes of state classi- 
fications, to alter from time to time, and without consent 
of the interstate carriers, interstate rates for interstate 
commerce, unless such interstate carrier instantly recon- 
formed its tariff sheets to the changed classifications of 
the several state commissions. Indeed, taking this along 
with some of the other questions that have been brought 
to our attention in connection with these schedules, we 
are not prepared to say that tariff sheet No. 24 really 
fixes the rate on petroleum and its products at 18 cents. 
The most we can say is, that the question is one upon 
which judges, after full discussion, might very reasonably 
disagree. And when to this we add that the representa- 
tive of the plaintiff in error, in charge of its traffic affairs, 
knew that a 6%-cent rate—the equivalent of a 6-cent rate 
over the Alton—was the lawful published rate of the 
competing Chicago & Eastern Illinois railroad, duly filed 
with the Interstate Commerce Commission; that in this 
tariff schedule No. 24 there were no oils, and nothing sim- 
ilar to oils even though small in quantity as freight com- 
pared with petroleum and its products, scheduled at more 
than 10 cents; that he had been told by the Alton repre- 
sentative that 6 cents was the lawful Alton “commodity” 
rate; that he knew that in 1903 there were in force on the 
Alton road 386 commodity tariffs of the same character 
as the 6-cent tariff which he was told was the commodity 
tariff on petroleum and its products, and in 1904 and 1905 
even a larger number of such commodity tariffs; and 
when we bear in mind that all that prevented the trial 
court from holding, as a matter of law, that a 6-cent rate 
upon petroleum and its products was a lawful commodity 
rate was that, technically, the filing with the Commission 
of the application sheets upon which that proposed com- 
modity rate appeared was not, in the trial court’s opinion, 
the filing of a tariff within the requirements of the law; 
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and when we put against this positive information, ang 
these strong confirmatory circumstances, a confused Mass 
of tariff sheets that on their face show no rate on petro. 
leum and its products whatever, leaving it to the judicia) 
mind to cipher out the 18-cent rate by reference to other 
papers that may or may not have been properly inter. 
preted, the error of the trial court in taking away from 
the plaintiff in error its right to submit to the jury the 
whole question of whether it had knowledge of the tarift 
sheet from which it is said to have accepted a concession, 
and therefore an intent to violate the law—whether the 
rate paid was not paid in the honest belief that it was 
the lawful rate—is an error that rises into one of solid 
substance, 

This brings us to the second question: Whether, as 
a matter of law, the number of offenses is the number of 
carloads of the property transported, irrespective of 
whether each car load constituted the whole or a part 
only of an actual single transaction resulting in a ship 
ment, 

The shipments upon which the indictment was based 
were within the period from Sept. 1, 1903, to March 1, 
1905; were carried in 1,462 carloads; and were settled for, 
and the charges thereon paid, upon thirty-six distinct days 
within that period. The proof shows also that in the regu- 
lar course of business, whenever an order came to plaintiff 
in error from a buyer in the St. Louis district (the order 
being in gallons or barrels, not cars) the order was trans- 
lated by the clerks into carloads, according to the capac- 
ity of the cars, running all the way from 30,000 to 80,000 
pounds; that the oil was then loaded upon the cars— 
ears for that purpose nearly always standing in the yards; 
and that the cars were then turned over to the carrier, 
some single orders filling six or eight cars. Notwithstand- 
ing this, in the indictments, and upon sentence, each sin 
gle carload was dealt with as a separate offense. 

At the trial the plaintiff in error moved, severally, 
that the government be required to proceed upon one 
count only: and to elect such count; that the government 
be required to proceed upon one count averred to have 
‘taken place during each of the years 1903, 1904 and 1905, 
respectively, and to elect such count; and that the gov- 
ernment be required to proceed upon thirty-six counts 
only, or upon as many counts as there were settlements 
and payments by the shipper to the carrier, and to elect 
such counts; all of which motions were overruled. 

The chief argument, if we rightly comprehend the 
argument and can state it compactly, in favor of the 
proposition that under these circumstances each car trans- 
ported constituted a separate offense is, that each “act 
of transportation,” whereby property in interstate ‘or for- 
eign commerce is transported at the prohibited rate, con- 
stitutes a distinct offense, and that each car was a sep- 
arate act of transportation, as was evidenced by the issv- 
ing of a way bill to the plaintiff in error for every car. 


The offense denounced in the statute, and charged 
in the indictment, is the accepting by plaintiff in error 
of a concéssion in respect to the transportation of prop- 
erty in interstate commerce, whereby such property was 
transported at a less rate than that named in the tariffs 
published and filed. The gist of the offense is the 
acceptance of the concession, irrespective of whether the 
property involved was carloads, trainloads or pounds. 
Has a shipper fully and finally accepted a concession 
when he has done nothing more than to agree witli 
the carrier that less than the published and filed rates 
shall be paid for transportation of his property? Is it 
not necessary that the transaction be closed by actual 
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payment of the lower rate? Take the rebate, the com- 
monest form of the evil—the concession being only a 
yariety. In the rebate, the shipper pays in the first 
instance the full rate to the carrier and afterward re- 
ceives back a part. Manifestly the offense of accepting 
a rebate has not been committed until the shipper has 
taken back a part of the freight money, whereby his 
property has been transported at less than the lawful 
rate. Proof that he agreed to accept a return of a 
part of the full rate—stopping there—would not sup- 
port an indictment for accepting a rebate. Such an 
agreement is not binding; and at any time before its 
complete fulfillment the shipper may repent and insist 
upon the carrier’s keeping the whole amount. The con- 
cession differs from the rebate only in this, that in the 
concession the shipper, instead of paying the full rate 
and receiving back part, merely settles for the differ- 
ence. The result is the same—the property is trans- 
ported for the same net amount less than the lawful 
rate. And there is no basis in the statute for holding 
that in the case of accepting a concession the transaction 
is consummated, and the door of repentance is closed, at 
any earlier moment than in the case of accepting a 
rebate. So proof that a shipper has agreed to accept 
a concession—stopping there—whether the proof be em- 
bodied in waybills, or book entries, or formal contracts, 
will not support an indictment for accepting a concession, 
until the intended wrong becomes an accomplished fact. 
Of course the irrevocable may be reached and the trans- 
action consummated in other ways than by money settle- 
ments, as by the offsetting of mutual accounts. The 
point is that the transaction, as a transaction, must be 
consummated. 

The number of offenses in the present case should 
have been ascertained in accordance with these prin- 
ciples. The measure adopted by the trial court was 
wholly arbitrary—had no basis in any intention or fixed 
tule discoverable in the statute. And no other way of 
measuring the number of offenses seems to have been 
given a thought either by the government or the trial 
court. 

This brings us, then, to the last question, Did the 
court, in the fine imposed, abuse its discretion? The 
defendant indicted, tried and convicted was the Stand- 
ard Oil Company, a corporation of Indiana. The capital 
stock of this corporation is one million dollars. There 
is nothing in the record, in the way of evidence, either 
before conviction, or after conviction and before sen- 
tence, that shows that the assets of this corporation 
were in excess of one million dollars. There is nothing 
in the record, either before conviction, or after con- 
viction and before sentence, that shows that the defend- 
ant, before the court, had ever before been guilty of 
an offense of this character. It may, therefore, be safely 
assumed, that but for the relation of the defendant 
before the court to another corporation not before the 
court—a relation to be presently stated—the court would 
have measured out punishment on the basis of the facts 
just stated. 

That under such circumstances the punishment 
Would have been the maximum punishment, does not 
Seem possible; for the maximum sentence, put into 
execution against the defendant before the court, would 
Wipe out, many times, and for its first offense, all 
the property of the defendant. Put into execution, 
this maximum sentence would add to the liabilities of 
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defendant to its creditors (and, according to a petition 
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of the government on the matter of supersedeas there 
were current liabilities of from three to five million 
dollars) an additional liability of twenty-nine million, 
two hundred and forty thousand dollars; - resulting 
without doubt in a condition of bankruptcy that would 
deduct from every creditor’s share of the assets to be 
divided a sum running from fifty to nearly one hundred 
per cent of the money that such creditors had ad- 
vanced. Is the defendant to be thus punished? Are 
the creditors to be thus punished? Would a cab driver, 
convicted of violating the city law against excessive 
cab fares, be sentenced to pay a fine that would take 
his horse and cab, and then leave him a bankrupt 
many times over, unable to pay anything but the least 
proportion of his debts to his other creditors? Is this 
case another case, simply because, instead of being an 
individual, the defendant is a corporation, and instead 
of being up for sentence under a city ordinance that 
was intended, not to destroy, but to regulate, the 
defendant was up for sentence under a national law 
that was intended, not to destroy, but to promote? In- 
deed, that the sentence was not imposed on the basis of 
the facts just stated respecting the defendant before 
the court, but was imposed wholly because of ' other 
facts, wholly outside the record, is disclosed by the 
reasons set out in connection with the sentence. 

Briefly stated, the reason of the trial court for im- 
posing this sentence was because, after conviction 
and before sentence, it was brought out, on an examina- 
tion’ of some of the officers and stockholders of the 
Standard Oil Company of New “Jersey, that the capital 
stock of the Standard Oii Company of Indiana, the 
defendant before the court, was principally owned by 
the New Jersey corporation, a corporation not before 
the court—the trial court adding (upon no evidence how- 
ever to be found in the record, and upon no information 
specifically referred to) that in concessions of the 
character for which the defendant before the court 
had been indicted, tried and convicted, the New Jersey 
corporation was not a “virgin” offender. 

Is a sentence such as this, based on reasoning 
such as that, sound? Passing over the fact that no 
word of evidence or other information supporting the 
trial court’s comment is to be found in the record, 
would the comment, if duly proven, justify a sentence 
such as this—one that otherwise would not have been 
imposed? Can a court, without abuse of judicial dis- 
cretion, wipe out all the property of the defendant be- 
fore the court, and all the assets to which its creditors 
look, in an effort to reach and punish a party that is 


- not before the court—a party that has not been con- 


victed, has not been tried, has not been indicted even? 
Can an American judge, without abuse of judicial dis- 
cretion, condemn anyone who has not had his day in 
court? 

That, to our mind, is strange doctrine in Anglo- 
Saxon jurisprudence. No monarch, no parliament, no 
tribunal of western Europe, for centuries, has pretended 
to have the right to punish except after due trial under 
all the forms of the law. Can that rightfully be done 
here, on no other basis than the judge’s personal belief 
that the party marked by him for punishment de- 
serves punishment?

manded it; that railroad inequality means business 
ruin to all except those powerful enough to make 
themselves the beneficiaries of the discriminations; 
means the wiping out of an industry, of a town, of a 
city, at the command of an officer of a private cor- 
poration; that railroad inequality is the basis of 
monopoly and the wrongful concentration of wealth; 
that no law.of more vital importance was ever passed 
by congress; and that those guilty of violating it are 
guilty of a serious crime against the principles of in- 
dustrial freedom and equality. 

Every sentence of that arraignment is true. That 
this court recognizes the importance of the enforcement 
of that act is shown in its affirmance of penalties that 
under other circumstances would be regarded as very 
severe. But the Interstate Commerce Act, important as 
that law is, is not the only law under which we live. 
We live under a guaranty that reaches back to the be- 
ginnings of our law, and is securely planted in every 
constitution of civilized government, that no one shall 
be punished until he has been heard; and above this 
fundamental guaranty there can be set no_ higher 
prerogative; for let it once come to pass that under 
the stress of enforcing commercial equality, any power 
in the government may override the fundamental 
human right of being judged only after having been duly 
tried—a right just as essential to men in the associated 
relationship of the corporation, as to men in the re- 
lationship of copartners, or to men _ individually— 
there will remain no commerce worth the name to- safe- 


guard. The beginning of commerce 


is constitutional 
government, and the 


foundation of constitutional gov- 
ernment is the faith that every guaranty of our insti- 
tutions, no matter what the provocation, will be 
sacredly observed. 

The judgment of the District court is REVERSED 
and the case REMANDED with instructions to grant 


a new trial, and proceed further in accordance with this 
opinion. 


WOULD WITHDRAW UNPROFITABLE RATES. 


Explaining the request made by the Union Pacific 
railroad of the Nebraska commission, to withdraw certain 
passenger rates, an attorney for the company says it 
desires to cance] those only which, because of the length 
of the haul and the nature of the business, are not remu- 
nerative. When two-cent passenger fares became effective 
in Nebraska most of the railroads whose tracks between 
points were circuitous, met the rates established by the 
direct lines. The Union Pacific has found that in certain 
cases, because of the length of the haul and the volume 
of business and because of other reasons, it does not pay 
to handle this traffic at the short-haul rates.

The petition charges that the action of the defendant 
n issuing such transportation constitutes a violation of 
he statute which prohibits a carrier from accepting in 
payment for transportation any compensation greater or 
ess or different from that named in the published rates, 

Defendant insists that it receives full money value 
or what it grants, at regular schedule rates, and denies 
hat the transaction comes within the act. It also sets 
p the Indiana Act authorizing such exchange. This latter 
jefense ca”.20t be availed of in this proceeding. The mat- 
ers in issue are concededly interstate commerce trans- 
actions, as to which, it is well settled, a state statute is 
ineffectual. The federal law alone applies. 

Practically, the question submitted is whether trans- 
ortation supplied in accordance with the terms of the 
contract constitutes a rate greater or less than, or differ- 
ent from, that given the general public. The question as 
to the value.of the advertising is a contested one. Mani- 
festly, there can be no fixed price placed upon it. The 
matter of copies issued, the character of its subscribers, 
and very many other questions enter into the estimate 
of its worth. It is, therefore, impossible to say what its 
cash or market value is, except by comparison with other 
advertising rates. It cannot be said that the evidence is 
conclusive or even convincing on the point. Indeed, if it 
is taken at its cash value, why should the transportation 
be limited as specified in the contract? If the magazine 
is paying $500 to the defendant, why does it accept trans- 


Sportation both of less and different value than it would 


accept if it bought its tickets with money? Why embar- 
rass itself with menacing pains and penalties for failure 
io Observe all the conditions of the special contract, when, 
by the use of cash, it may travel and give no concern to 
technical limitations? 

It seems fair to conclude that either the advertising 
is of less cash value, or the advertisers are grossly im- 
posed upon by the railroad. It does not follow, however, 
that the transportation furnished under the contract set 
out is not furnished under substantially similar circum- 
stances and conditions as any other contemporaneous serv- 
ice, It is the same service—the same act of transporta- 
tion as that furnished the public. 

It is insisted by counsel for complainant that railroad 
tickets may, in any case under the interstate commerce 
act, as it now stands, be bartered as so much cash in pay- 
ment of indebtedness of the railroad. By rule made effect- 
lve Sept. 18, 1906, the Interstate Commerce Commission 
has ordered that: 

Nothing but money can be lawfully received or ac- 
cepted in payment for transportation subject to the act, 
whether of passengers or property, or for any service in 
connection therewith, it being the opinion of the Com- 
mission that the prohibition against charging or collect- 
ing a greater or less or different compensation than the 


established rates in effect at the time precludes the 
acceptance of services, property or. other payment in 
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lieu of the amount of money specified in the published 
schedules.” 


In United States vs. A., T. & S. F. R. R. Co., decided 
hy Judge Wellborn of the Southern District of California 
recently (not' yet published), it is said: 


“A rate, to be uniform in its operation, must neces- 
sarily be expressed in dollars or cents. * * * §o to 
interpret the law as to allow the carrier to disregard 
said mode and to accept a part only of its compensation 
in money and the balance in a commodity, or by way of 
compromisimg a claim, would invite and open wide a 
door to the very discrimination which the statutes were 
designed to suppress.” 


In Union Pacific Ry. Co. vs. Goodridge, 149 U. S., p. 
680, the court had under consideration a demurrer to an 
answer setting up the satisfaction of what the court terms 
“an unexplained, indefinite and unadjusted claim for dam- 
ages,” in regard to which it says: 


“While we do not undertake to say that a railroad’ 
company may not justify a fixed rebate in favor of a 
particular shipper by showing a liquidated indebtedness 
to such shipper, which the allowance of the rebate was 
intendéd to settle, it would practically emasculate the 
law of its most healthful feature to permit an unex- 
plained, indefinite and unadjusted claim for damages 
arising from a tort, which, though liquidated for some 
time, never seems to have been prosecuted to a final de- 
termination in the courts to be put forward as an ex- 
cuse for a clear discrimination in rates.” 
and further on: 


“To hold a defense thus pleaded to be valid, would 
open the door to the grossest frauds upon the law and 
practically enable the railroad company to avail itself 
of any consideration for a rebate which it considers suf- 
ficient, and to agree with the favored customer upon 
some fabricated claim for damages which it would be 
difficult, if not impossible, to disprove.” 


“There is no doubt,” says the court, 

“Of the general proposition that a release of an un- 
liquidated claim for damages is a good consideration for 
a promise, as between the parties, and if no one else 
were interested in the transaction, that rule might apply 
here; but the legislature, upon grounds of public policy, 
and for the protection of third parties, has made certain 
requirements with regard to equality of rates, which, in 
their practical application, would be rendered nugatory, 
if this rule were given full effect.” 

It will be noted that the contract does not require 
that the advertising must have been furnished before the 
transportation is given. There is no restriction upon the 
advertiser to call for his railroad tickets only so far as 
earned. He could, under the contract, demand them all at 
once if he chooses, and at the beginning of the«term, 
before anything is earned. In the mere matter of interest, 
the rate would be less and different from that which is 
published. 

In the case of Motley et al. vs. Louisville & New Or- 
leans R. R. Co., 150 Fed., p. 406, Judge Evans sustained 
an agreement made on Oct. 2, 1871, by the road with Mot- 
ley and wife for the granting of passes for each of their 
lives in consideration of their release of their several 
claims for damages growing out of personal injury. In 
the course of his opinion (p. 409), he says: 


“Did Congress intend to abrogate such previously 
made contracts founded upon valuable and legitimate 
consideration? Certainly, it did not say so. Was the 
abrogation of such pre-existing contracts within the 
policy of the legislation referred to? There is nothing 
to indicate that it was, although it is obvious that con- 
tracts of a similar nature could not be made after the 
act became effective. 


It is of interest, in this connection, to note, as bearing 
upon the trend of* congressional legislation, that on Jan. 
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14, 1908, a bill was introduced in the United States Senate 
to amend the law so as to permit public carriers to issue 
transportation in exchange for advertising, and that the 
bill was, by unanimous vote of the committee having it in 
charge, reported upon adversely. 

Transactions such as those under consideration may 
not be open to the specific objection condemned in the 
Goodridge case, but they would seem to present just as 
convenient a device for evading the statute as the one 
there stated. So far as the record discloses, the particu- 
lar matters here involved might not be open to this 
objection, but there is more included than the mere ques- 
tion of advertising. As said by Mr. Justice Brown in the 
Goodridge case, supra, “It” (the railroad) “is bound to deal 
fairly with the public, to extend them reasonable facili- 
‘ties for the transportation of their persons and property, 
and to put all its patrons upon an absolute equality.” If 
it be lawful to make the exchange of railroad transporta- 
tion for advertising, then it would be lawful to do the 
same in every transaction, and the railroad business might 
lawfully become one of barter and sale, limited only by 
the demand. 

This case does not come within the terms of the 
Goodridge case. The suggestion of the court with reference 
to liquidated liabilities does not apply to a situation where 
the indebtedness is by contract made payable only in 
transportation. In other words, here the railroad is not 
settling a liquidated liability, but is agreeing to settle a 
future liability with transportation. 

There is no mistaking the trend of the law making 
and constructing powers. Every new step is tending to- 
ward a most rigid enforcement of the rule that requires 
exact equality in the matter of rates. When by the Hep- 
burn Act the word “different” was added to the words 
“greater or less,” it is not unfair to assume that Con- 
gress intended to make the law more explicit and more 
difficult to evade. As was said in Armour Packing Co. vs. 
United States, 209 U. S. 56: 

“The Elkins Act proceeded upon broad lines and 
was evidently intended to effectuate the purpose of Con- 
gress to require that all shippers should be treated 
alike, and that the only rate charged to any shipper for 


the same service under the same conditions should be 


the one established, published and posted as required by 
law.” 


This purpose is even more apparent in the Hepburn Act. 
The plain -intention is to close every avenue against dis- 
crimination. Bearing this in mind, the courts have not 
been, and will not be, disposed to hesitate in giving signifi- 
cance to changes in the language of the statutes as they 
occur from time to time. “The interstate commerce act,” 
says the Supreme court in the Armour case, “is not only 
to be read in the light of the previous legislation, but the 
purpose which Congress evidently had in mind in the 
passage of the law is also to be considered.” 

It is conceivable that a case may arise in which, from 
the nature of the facts involved, it might be difficult, it 
not impossible, to say whether the rate is greater or less 
than the published rate, which would, nevertheless, be 
covered by the term “different” within the meaning of 
the whole act. It is essential to the spirit of the whole 
statute that the value of transportation be fixed and cer- 
tain. In no other way can it be held to be exactly the 
same to all. If one person may purchase it with adver- 
. tising, another with labor, and another with produce, the 
value of which is a matter of agreement between the par- 
ties, how can it be said the schedule rate is always main- 
tained? Would not the rate rest in the whim of the car- 
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rier? Such is not the intent of the law. To say to ope 
man, “You must pay cash,” and to his competitor, “You 
may pay in service or merchandise at prices we may 
agree on, be it more or less than the market prices,” 
would seem clearly to constitute such a difference jp 
transportation as is condemned by the act. 

Such claim is made by defendant that the gover. 
ment’s contention would exclude the use of checks ang 
drafts and bills of exchange. This is without weight. |p 
practical business usage, these instruments pass as cash, 
They are utterly free from the objections which attach 
to trade and barter and are clearly without the ban of 
the statute. 

. If the foregoing be correct, it follows that, both upon 
the particular record in this case and upon broad prip. 
ciples of law, the action of the defendant in the premises 
is in dissonance with the letter and spirit of the inter. 
state commerce act. The injunction is granted as prayed, 


RULES WHICH GOVERN TARIFFS 


Correspondence Between Shipper and Commission 
,.. Elicits Statement that Classification Terms Apply 





The following correspondence between L, A. Clark, 
traffic manager of Ball Bros. Glass Mfg. Co., Muncie, 
Ind., and the Interstate Commerce Commission bears 
on the application of classification to commodity rates, 
Mr. Clark addressed Chairman Knapp on May 7, as fol 
lows: 

Hon, M. A. Knapp, 
Chairman Interstate Commerce Commission, 

Washington, D. C. 

Dear Sir:— 

We desire to call the attention of your honorable 
body to question in dispute between this company and 
various railroads, which is similar in character to that 
which exists in many cases as between shippers of other 
commodities and various railroads. 

We understand in a general way that it is not your 
purpose to interpret tariffs of railroads, but rather that 
they should be interpreted by the railroads themselves, 
and if the shippers desire, they may appeal through you 
by complaint to determine if such interpretation of the 
railroads is correct. Our excuse for asking your consider 
ation of the subject presented is that the railroads them- 
selves are not agreed concerning the interpretation of 
the tariff, and we believe that they are honest in their 
varying opinions and views, and that it would be a serv- 
ice to the railroads as well as shippers for the Commis 
sion to indicate by ruling or expression of views a bet 
ter defined line of procedure than now exists. 

To illustrate the case and principle involved clearly 
and briefly, I refer to Texas Tariff 1-EE, Supplement No. 
13, issued April 14, 1908, effective May 23, 1908, same 
being Supplement No. 13 to I. C. C. 504 by F. E. Leland, 
Supplement 13 to I. C. C. 30 by J. F. Tucker, agent. 

On page 31 of Supplement No. 13, item 1357, 1s 
shown rates from defined territories to Texas commot 
points on “fruit jars and jelly glasses, straight or mixed 
carloads, minimum weight 30,000 pounds.” It will be 
noted that glass bottles and flasks, which are carried {0 
this same item, are specifically described with reference 
to the package; whereas, fruit jars and jelly glasses are 
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pot described with reference to the package, except by 
footnote referring to carload shipments of fruit jars in 
wooden boxes, which must have jars separated one from 
the other by double-faced corrugated strawboard. 

Now, by referring to Western Classification No. 44, 
page 57, item 21 and footnote referring to same, also 
item 22, it will be seen that in the classification itself 
glass fruit jars are to be separated within the package 
py double-faced corrugated strawboard. We, as shippers, 
would understand that item 1357, so far as fruit jars are 
concerned, would be subject to these requirements, not 
only with respect to fruit jars in wooden boxes, which 
ig covered by the footnote in question, but in respect 
to any other kind of packages, because the tariff itself 
and the supplements thereto are subject to rules and 
conditions of Western Classification, as shown at the 
head of each column relating to commodities in car- 
loads. We would understand that any commodity sub- 
ject to rules and conditions of the Western Classification 
which may be shown in a tariff and which is not fully 
described with respect to package, rules or conditions, 
ig subject to the Western Classification when the tariff so 
states, in respect to all essential matters shown in the 
Classification which are not shown in the tariff or the 
item itself, and the point at issue being, can fruit jars 
in said tariff be handled in fiber board or corrugated 
fber board packages without requiring the jars within 
the package being separated by double-faced corrugated 
strawboard; we contend that the absence of specific 
package description in item 1357 with reference to fruit 
jars necessarily subjects the fruit jars to the rules and 
conditions of the. Western Classification. 

Now, on the other hand, the contention of some 
railroads is that rule 7, as shown in Tariff Circular 
15-A of the Commission, which provides that the naming 
of a commodity rate on any article or character of traffic 
takes such character of traffic or article entirely out of 
the classification, etc., prohibits the application of rules 
and conditions of the Western Classification to the com- 
modity items, and that the commodity items as shown 
in tariffs must be construed and interpreted strictly in 
accordance with their reading, and some go so far as to 
say that the reading of the item in question with refer- 
ence to fruit jars would permit shipment in bulk, be- 
cause there are no specific requirements in the item as 
to packages, except under the footnote which relates to 
wooden boxes. 

We believe that the footnote, page 31, Supplement No. 
18, regarding the manner of packing of jars in wooden 
boxes is superfluous, because the classification sets forth 
this condition, which is of itself complete and binding. 


Reverting now to the.original proposition. Item No. 
1357, page 31, of Supplement No. 13, has been incor- 
porated in practically all of the soutiwestern tariffs is- 
sued by F. A. Leland, agent. We are of the opinion that 
this item is governed by the Western Classification, and 
all ruies and conditions therein affecting the shipment 
of fruit jars and jelly glasses in straight or mixed car- 
loads, minimum weight, 30,000 pounds, for the reason 
that this item does not specifically state otherwise. 

We would respectfully suggest that if this were not 
80 serious, it would appear ludicrous, but it is evident 
that some roads are so careful regarding the observance 
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of the rules of the Commission that they do not under- 
take to construe them, except in what appears to be 
somewhat of a technical way. Further, we believe and 
are advised by traffic officials of other roads that their 
intention in respect to this particular item was to pro- 
vide conditions with respect to packages as are required 
in the Western Classification, and this confirms to us 
the impression that at least a number of the roads in- 
terested understand that the conditions at the top of 
the column with reference to the Classification neces- 
sarily cover the point at issue. 

What we respectfully suggest to your honorable body 
is that the wording of rule 7 be modified or changed 
So as to indicate to the roads that it is not the inten- 
tion to prevent the application of Classification rules 
,and conditions in connection with a commodity tariff, 
which commodity tariff does take items out of the Classi- 
fication with respect, as we understand it, to the classi- 
fication or classifying of the item, and that where there 
is nothing in conflict in the description or conditions 
of the Western Classification that necessarily the rules 
and conditions in the Western Classification would apply. 

In other words, we believe that the Classification 
governing shipments as stated in the publication of the 
commodity tariffs should govern in all respects except 
where specifically otherwise provided in the item itself. 
Are we correct? 


To the foregoing letter Commissioner E. E. Clark 
replied, on May 30, as follows: 
Ball Bros. Glass Mfg. Co.

Dear Sir:— 

Your letter of the 7th inst., addressed to the chair- 
man of the Commission, in reference to interpretation 
of item 1357 of Supplement 13 to Texas Tariff No. 1-EH, 
I. C. C. No. 504, was referred to another commissioner, 
and subsequently sent to the auditor of the Commission 
for the wording of the item referred to, and items 21 
and 22 of Western Classification No. 44, and has only 
been referred to me within the last day or two. 

The sole question to be determined, as we under- 
stand it, is whether or not a commodity rate can be, un- 
der rule 7 of the Commission’s Tariff Circular No. 15-A, 
governed by the rules and regulations of a classification. 
Rule 7 refers to the rate. Our rules provide, as you 
will note by subdivision (e) to rule 1, that tariffs shall 
refer by name and I. C. C. number to the classification 
and exception sheets governing the tariff. Therefore 
your inquiry is answered in the affirmative; that is, the 
tariff specifically providing that it is subject to the rules 
and conditions of the Western Classification, they gov- 
ern, and fruit jars in fiber board packages must be so 
shipped.
